The Mickley Specimen - later held in the collections of Reed Hawn, David Queller, and our present 
consignor — is one of eight known Class I original Diplomatic Presentation Strikings.

Oliver Jung, arguably the finest 1805 half dollar of any variety. 

• 1804 Draped Bust quarter, Browning-1, MS65 NGC. CAC. The finest certified by NGC or PCGS. Ex: "Col." 

E.H.R. Green, Jerome Kern. 

• 1796 No Stars quarter eagle, BD-2, MS61 PCGS. Historic first-year condition rarity and an important one- 
year type. 

• 1840-C five dollar gold, MS64+ PCGS Secure. CAC. None finer at either service, finest at PCGS. 

• 1870 Liberty Head twenty dollar, PR65 Ultra Cameo NGC. CAC. Second-finest known, just five or six 
survivors in collectors 7 hands.

THE BOB WILLIAMS COLLECTION 




Bob Williams was always a collector at heart. As a young boy, he collected 
baseball cards, bottle caps and bottles, comic books, and just about 
anything else. Later, with his young sons, he scoured coins set aside from 
their grandad's door-to-door Watkins medical and household products 
route, filling the old blue Whitman's coin books. Bob became serious 
about coin collecting after his wife, Lane, passed away in the early 1980s 
— coin collecting helped to fill the void in his life. Most of the collection 
was purchased during the 1980s and 1990s, prior to complications from 
glaucoma that impaired his vision to the point he could no longer examine 
the details that collecting demanded. 


Bob carefully assembled his collection and took great pride in it. He treasured 
the friendships he formed over the years, working with different sellers and other 
enthusiasts, some of whom still stay in contact with the family today. Bob was a 
collector, not an investor — he sold only one coin during his lifetime, at the urging of his sons, just to 
"test the market." It was his desire for his children and grandchildren to keep only a few favorite coins as 
mementos, and sell the collection so others could appreciate the pieces he painstakingly assembled. 


The 150+ lots in The Bob Williams Collection are prominent in the Premier Session as well as other 
floor sessions, and make up an important part of the online Signature® Internet session. Bob collected 
copper, silver, and gold coins, searching out fine examples in About Uncirculated and full Mint State 
grades, including a notably original 1892-CC double eagle graded MS63 NGC with CAC endorsement - 
conditionally rare, with just one piece certified finer at either service. 




THE REILLY CODY COLLECTION 

Our consignor penned these thoughts to describe his longtime interest in coins: 


"I started collecting coins when I was about 9 years old. My grandmother bought me one 
of the Whitman blue Lincoln cent coin folders. I took to it immediately, going to the bank 
on Saturday and buying rolls of cents - bringing them home to search and fill the book. I 
eventually did, minus the obvious impossibilities (1909-S VDB, 1914-D, and 1931-S). That led 
me into other series such as Mercury dimes, Jefferson nickels, and Washington quarters. I 
couldn't get enough of it. For a while, life got in the way (college, career, marriage, kids), but I 
always came back to the coins. 

"I've had two careers. The first was as a CPA. I worked for 46 years at a national public 
accounting firm, starting as a junior accountant to eventually becoming one of the firm's 
managing partners. During my final years with the firm, I transitioned to my dream second 
career, becoming a college professor at my alma mater, Rutgers University, where I now 
work as an accounting professor. My career enabled me to expand my collecting horizons. 

I always believed in the theory "buy the book before the coins," so my numismatic library 
expanded greatly over the years. I loved receiving the Heritage catalogs in the mail, poring 
through them, and circling the items of interest. I eventually narrowed my main interest to 
the Liberty Seated series, concentrating on dimes and half dimes. Proofs were another true 
love, especially those pre-1860. And I loved technology. I no longer had to travel as much 
to acquire my "treasures." I could do it from the comfort of my kitchen table by following 
the HERITAGE Live® auctions, bidding and buying by a simple touch on the key pad. What 
convenience! 



"Now, it is time to let other collectors enjoy the coins. I will never stop reading or being a 
coin collector. I'll just start something new. My memories of certain acquisitions will stay with 
me forever (especially how I came to owning my favorite coin, the 1795 five dollar S/D variety 
in AU55). I have lived in New Jersey my whole life. I currently reside in North Jersey with my 
wife Patrice. We have 6 grown children and 5 grandchildren." 


The Reilly Cody Collection does indeed shine with many exceptional proofs and a clear preference for Seated half dimes 
and dimes in both proof and circulation-strike formats. Proof cents, nickels, and other silver denominations add variety, 
with a few supporting patterns. Somehow, a couple of gold coins snuck in, including a beautiful gold dollar in PR67 
Cameo NGC. 









THE TUXEDO PARK COLLECTION 


We have observed tremendous interest and bidding 
activity for coins in their original old holders, a 
tendency that bodes well for The Tuxedo Park 
Collection. The entire collection is housed in either 
first-generation PCGS "rattler" holders (more than 
50% of the consignment), or old PCGS green label 
holders. Focused on better-date copper, silver, and 
gold type, nearly every piece grades MS65 or finer, 
including some exceptional proofs and patterns. 

It goes without saying that many of the coins are 
poised for upgrade, but the temptation is strong to 
leave them just as they are (in the old holders). It will 
pay dividends to look for The Tuxedo Park Collection 
pedigree throughout all of our sessions, including 
several lots in the online Signature® Internet session. 
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SAWYER'S NATIVE AMERICAN PORTRAIT GALVANOS 


Edward Warren Sawyer was born on March 17,1876 into a prominent Chicago family. As 
a young man, Sawyer trained at the Art Institute of Chicago under the tutelage of Hermon 
Atkins MacNeil, the famed designer of the Standing Liberty quarter. Near the close of the 
19th century, Sawyer traveled to France where he studied at the Academie des Beaux Arts. 
He received a bronze medal at the 1904 Louisiana Purchase Exposition in St. Louis for his 
statue of a charging buffalo, and later that year traveled to Fort Yuma, California with his 
second cousin, the painter Elbridge Ayer Burbank - the first of several excursions West to live 
among various tribes between 1904 and 1912. 


Early on, the numismatic community took note of Sawyer's work, and in 1914 the 
American Numismatic Society published information about his work, noting: "The most 
important event in the field of medallic art in our country for 1913 was the advent of Mr. 
Sawyer's portrait pieces of North American 
Indians." Later, the ANS awarded 
the prestigious J. Sanford 

Saltus medal to Edward Warren Sawyer for his work 
with Native Americans. In 1914, Sawyer published 
"My Work Among the Indians" in the American 
Journal of Numismatics. 


Working with Sawyer's models, the 
Medallic Art Company produced bronze 
galvanos of his portraits. These uniface 
galvanos were made in two sizes - 2-3/4 
inch diameter and 5-inch - with 38 
different subjects and 41 varieties 
known today. The majority of these 
galvanos are found only in 
museums, including the American 
Numismatic Society, the Smithsonian 
Institution, the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, the Musee d'Orsay 
in Paris, and a few others. Examples in 
private hands are rare, particularly the 
5-inch diameter pieces. 


We are proud to offer 18 of the 23 
known 5-inch galvanos in this Long Beach 
auction as individual lots, an extremely rare 
and important opportunity for collectors of 
Native American art, sculpture, artifacts, and 
medals. 
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THE TERRY BRAND ESTATE, PART IX 

An incredible accumulation continues to flow from the 1794 half dollar collection assembled by Terry Brand. Our Premier 
Session includes 11 more examples of 1794 halves, ranging in grade from Good to Very Fine, with Choice examples that 
are particularly well-defined for the first-year issue. Seven additional selections appear in Floor Session Three. Early half 
dollar specialists continue to benefit from the temporary increase in availability of this key issue, and collectors will do well 
to remember that the total number of surviving examples has not changed, other than the ownership of those pieces. 


THE EMILY A. BLAKE COLLECTION 

Colonials, nickels, and a few error coins make up most of this high-quality consignment, including many interesting 
varieties. A nice run of Shield nickels includes a low-mintage Gem 1879 example in an old green label PCGS holder, and a 
pleasing 1877 PR64 PCGS nickel from the proof-only mintage. A 1910 Liberty nickel is double struck in collar, with rotation. 
A "1776" Machine Mills halfpenny grades VF25 PCGS - Vlack 6-76A, W-7790, R.4. 


THE COLLECTION OF WILLIAM RAU, PART II 

William Rau's pattern collection created quite a stir at the recent Central States event, and several remaining selections are 
offered here in Long Beach. Among them is an 1882 Liberty Head five cent pattern in PR62 PCGS, the scarce Judd-1690, 
Pollock-1892, a precursor to the adopted Liberty nickel design, but with the stars in a different arrangement. A rare circa 
1859 Dickeson half eagle pattern, struck in copper, is Judd-CI 805-3, Pollock-6130, MS62 Brown PCGS Secure, rated High 
R.7. It is a strange concoction, probably trimmed by hand, the die made famous by Dr. Montroville Dickeson.

3001 1662 Oak Tree Twopence, Small 2, VF25 PCGS Secure. Noe- 
31.5, W-240, R.7. Small 2. In this state of the dies, which were 
used to manufacture all 1662 Oak Tree twopence, the second 6 is 
nearly indistinguishable, almost resembling a contorted 7, and a 
fully formed die break occurs above the 2. The well-defined obverse 
is misaligned toward 5:30, while the reverse is nicely centered but 
with somewhat mushier legends. The surfaces are evenly toned in 
gunmetal blue patina. A rare variety for the specialist. Listed on 
page 50 of the 2019 Guide Book. 

3002 1652 Pine Tree Threepence, Pellets at Trunk — Damaged — 
NGC Details. VF. Noe-34, W-630, Salmon 1-A, R.4. 15.9 grains. 
Portions of the obverse border are flattened, at 7 o’clock and 8:30. 
Small oval punches southwest of the 1 in the date impact the 
lower-right branch of the pine tree. The date and denomination are 
sharp, and a majority of the peripheral legends are clear. Listed on 
page 51 of the 2019 Guide Book. 

3003 (circa 1828) American Plantations 1/24 Part Real, Restrike, 
AU58 PCGS. Newman 4-E, W-1155, R.5. Seven harp strings. 
According to the Whitman Colonial Encyclopedia, “although 
originals are believed to have been made ... most if not all of the 
[W-1155] examples in the marketplace are restrikes.” This nicely 
struck example has little if any wear, but the evenly granular 
surfaces have oxidized to deep steel-gray. Unabraded save for 
a narrow horizontal mark through the left border of the upper 
shield.

(1694) London Elephant Token, AU58 
Thick Planchet, Hodder 2-B 



3004 (1694) London Elephant Token, Thick Planchet, AU58 PCGS. 
Hodder 2-B, W-12040, R.2. A choice Elephant token with 
smooth, glossy fields and a bold strike. The elephant is well-defined 
and impressive. A few scattered marks, toned over long ago, are 
noted, but none of them are distracting. The reverse features the 
arms of the City of London: This variety incorporates a plain 
reverse cross with the dagger in the first quadrant (as it should 
be). Struck on a thick planchet, as are most of this variety. Listed 
on page 58 of the 2019 Guide Book.

(1694) London Elephant Token, MS63 Brown 
Thick Planchet, Hodder 2-B 



3005 (1694) London Elephant Token, Thick Planchet, MS63 Brown 
PCGS. Hodder 2-B, W-12040, R.2. Uniform chocolate-brown 
patina with hints of red provides good eye appeal to this Select 
Uncirculated example from this enigmatic series. There are several 
varieties of these tokens, with this one featuring a plain cross with 
the dagger in the first quadrant. This piece has minor surface 
abrasions, none of them notable, and a few planchet striations on 
the obverse. This would be a welcome addition to most Colonial 
type sets.

3006 1773 Virginia Halfpenny, Period, MS64 Red and Brown NGC. 
N. 20-X, W-1670, R.3. Both dies exhibit substantial peach-red 
color, though the open areas and high points are toned brown. 
A nicely struck, problem-free, and highly pleasing near-Gem of 
this Colonial issue, coined at the Tower of London by the Royal 
Mint. Listed on page 57 of the 2019 Guide Book. NGC ID# 2ATK, 
PCGS# 241 

3007 1787 Massachusetts Cent, Arrows in Left Talon AU50 NGC. 
Ryder 3-G, W-6090, R.3. A briefly circulated, medium brown 
example that retains ample luster within the legends and motifs. 
We note a few hair-thin marks on the eagle’s shield, along with a 
trio of recessions on the vertical stripes. Listed on page 71 of the 
2019 Guide Book. NGC ID# 2B25, PCGS# 302 

3008 1787 Connecticut Copper, Muttonhead, VF30 NGC. M. 1.2-C, 
W-2720, R.3. The crude “Muttonhead” variety is an contemporary 
counterfeit and a popular Guide Book type. On this later die state 
example, the legends are fragmented due to lapping of dies by the 
unknown maker. The golden-brown surfaces are smooth save for a 
minor scuff on the obverse cheek. Wear is less substantial than is 
suggested by the third-party grade. Listed on page 73 of the 2019

3009 1787 Connecticut Copper, Horned Bust, AU53 NGC. M. 
4-L, W-2810, R.l. An early-to-intermediate die state with a 
narrow “horn” break on the field beneath the chin. The “horn” is 
not affixed to the bust. Among the most available Connecticut 
varieties, but always in demand as a Guide Book type. A richly 
detailed and unabraded example. The ebony-brown surfaces are 
evenly microgranular. Listed on page 73 of the 2019 Guide Book.

3010 T776* Machin’s Mills Halfpenny VF25 PCGS. Vlack 6-76A, 
W-7790, R.4. A walnut-brown example with only minor marks 
and a moderately granular appearance.

Likely 
struck a decade or so later than its 1776 date. Listed on page 79 of 
the 2019 Guide Book.

An 
attractive chocolate-brown example of the popular and distinctive 
Landscape type. The surfaces are problem-free, but the coin is 
several degrees off-center toward 10:30. Listed on page 84 of the 
2019 Guide Book.

3012 1786 Vermont Copper, VERMONTENSIUM, VF25 NGC, 
RR-8, Bressett 6-E, W-2030, R.4. VERMONTS, VERMONTIS, 
and VERMONTENSIUM on Landscape coppers were all attempts 
to translate Vermont into Latin. On subsequent designs, the state 
name was instead designated as VERM ON. Ryder-8 is the scarcest 
among the three 1786 Landscape marriages. This tan-brown piece 
has a somewhat uneven strike, perhaps because the reverse is 
moderately off-center toward 4:30. No marks or flan flaws are 
consequential.

3013 1787 Auctori Plebis Token AU55 PCGS. Breen-1147, W-8770, 

R.3. A smooth tan-gray example. The strike is typical for the issue, 
as intended by the maker to imply acceptance in circulation. The 
usual die state with a prominent, curved die crack in front of the 
face of the seated figure. Moderately off center toward 2 o’clock. 

The Auctori Plebis token has an English origin, but is popular with 
Colonial specialists due to its uncanny obverse similarity with the 
contemporary Connecticut coppers.

3015 1787 Fugio Cent, STATES UNITED, 4 Cinquefoils, Pointed 
Rays, AU55 NGC. N. 12-X, W-6820, R.3. Better-grade 
Fugio cents are likely to be struck from Newman’s ‘X’ reverse 
die, identified by a slender vertical break at 6 o’clock and minor 
die lumps within the 12 o’clock ring. A satiny and unabraded 
example with ample hints of faded red within the legends. 
Scattered unimportant flan striations are as expected for the Fugio 
series.

Mostly medium 
brown, though a glimpse of mint red lingers near 9 o’clock on 
the reverse.

The reverse is heavily clashed, while glossy 
surfaces on both sides feature rich mahogany-brown color. Well- 
struck and well-centered on the planchet.

3018 1789 Mott Token, Thin Planchet, Plain Edge AU55 PCGS. 

CAC. Breen-1021, Rulau-E-NY-611. A very early die state with 
a sharp eagle, bold legends, and no indication of the eventually 
huge break from the clock. The clock face shows wear, but the 
chocolate-brown surfaces are pleasing save for a flan void near the 
S in WARES. Likely struck decades later than its 1789 date, which 
represents the year the Mott firm was founded.

Twin olive leaf edge 
device. The 1776 Continental dollar is an enigmatic, complex issue that has fascinated numismatists for more than 200 years. Numismatic 
scholars from Sylvester Sage Crosby to Eric P. Newman and Michael Hodder studied the issue in detail, mapping out a convincing theory of 
the origin and purpose of the coins and classifying the numerous varieties that surfaced over the years. Recently, exciting discoveries by authors 
like Eric Goldstein and David McCarthy have raised questions about the fundamental nature of these coins and their place of origin. The new 
evidence is certainly thought provoking, but we suspect the last word on the Continental dollar has yet to be heard. Heritage Auctions is pleased 
to present this coin, the single-finest certified 1776 Continental dollar of any variety, in this important offering. 

Traditional Origin Theory 

No official documentation on the striking of these coins has ever come to light. The traditional thought on the origin of the Continental dollar 
is that it was a type of fiat money, created as a substitute for the paper money issued by the Continental Congress to pay government obligations 
during the Revolutionary War. In February and May of 1776, the Continental Congress passed resolutions issuing various denominations of 
paper money, including the dollar bill. However, similar resolutions passed in July and November of that year authorized the printing of many 
other denominations, but omitted the dollar note. Eric Newman believed the Continental dollar coins were struck to take the place of paper 
dollars in the last half of 1776. 

Seven die varieties are known, employing five different obverse dies and four different reverses (actually, only two reverse dies were used, 
Newman’s reverses A, B, and C were the same die, but relapped and reworked). Most of the obverses differ in the spelling (or misspelling) of 
the word currency in the legend, but the Newman 3 obverse is differentiated by the addition of the inscription EG FECIT, which is translated as 
“E.G. made it”, referring to the engraver. The identity of the engraver was debated for many years, but Newman identified Elisha Gallaudet, of 
Freehold, New Jersey, as the most likely candidate. Gallaudet engraved the plates for printing some of the Continental Currency notes, lending 
credence to this theory. The great majority of the coins were struck in pewter, but a few rare specimens are known in brass and silver. 

In the catalog of the John J. Ford Collection, Part I (Stack’s, 10/2003), Michael Hodder postulated the first issue of Continental dollars was 
struck in New York City, before the British occupied the city in September of 1776. Hodder suggested the minters must have traveled with the 
Congress after that, striking coins in various locales like Philadelphia and Lancaster in later months. Q. David Bowers notes pewter specimens 
appear on the market with some regularity, so the original mintage must have been extensive. Most of the coins seen today show signs of 
circulation, but a surprising number are known in Mint State. Because the intrinsic value of the coins was virtually nil, they were only accepted 
reluctantly and usually at a sharp discount. 

Early Reports in Print Supporting the Traditional View 

A satirical reference to “pewter dollars, what both hands can hold” appeared in a poem by Jonathan Odell in the November 6, 1779 edition of 
New York’s Rivingtons Royal Gazette. From the context of the poem, it is difficult to ascribe this reference to anything but the Continental dollar 
coinage, but some alternative interpretations have been suggested, since “pewter” was sometimes used as a synonym for counterfeit in colonial 
times. 

In their article “18th-Century Writings on the Continental Dollar Coin”, The Numismatist , July 2014 edition, Eric Newman and Maureen 
Levine reported the earliest known illustration of a Continental Currency dollar appeared in a German book entitled Historical and Genealogical 
Almanac, or Yearbook of the Most Remarkable New World Events for 1784, published in 1783. The book was written by Matthias Christian Sprengel 
and the illustration was by Daniel Berger. The legends on the Continental dollar illustration were translated into German for the benefit of the 
intended readers. The publisher of this work, Charles Spener, wrote to Benjamin Franklin asking for illustrations to use in the book, but there is 
no record of Franklin’s reply. It seems likely that the German author and publisher believed the Continental dollars were American issues when 
they published this work in 1783. 

Another early account that favors the traditional theory is Bishop Richard Watkins’ Chemical Essays (Volume IV), first published in 1786. 
Watkins first noted the “gun money” issues of King James II and reported: 

“The Congress in America had recourse to the same expedient; they coined several pieces of about an inch and a half in diameter, and of 
240 grains in weight; on one side of which was inscribed in a circular ring near the edge - Continental Currency, 1776 - and within the ring 
a rising sun, with - fugio - at the side of it, shining upon a dial, under which was - Mind your business. - On the reverse were thirteen small 
circles joined together like the rings of a chain, on each of which was inscribed the name of some one of the thirteen states; on another 
circular ring, within these, was inscribed - American Congress - and in the central space - We are One.” 

Watkins clearly believed the Continental dollars were struck in America to serve as money of necessity when he published his work in 1786. 
Several accounts appeared in European publications shortly after Watkins book was published, clearly based on his account. 

New Discoveries 

Authors Eric Goldstein and David McCarthy published their “Myth of the Continental Dollar” in the January 2018 issue of The Numismatist, 
detailing several new discoveries in the literature and advancing a new theory on the origin of the Continental dollar. They first note the coin 
was absent from the collection of Pierre Eugene du Simitierre, the preeminent 18th century coin collector in America. Apparently, du Simitierre 
became aware of the Continental dollar at some point, but believed it was a fantasy piece. His note on a proposed illustration in his unpublished 
Common Place Book, 1775-1784 reads: 

“A coin the size of a Crown, with devices and Mottos taken from the continental money, Struck’t in London on Type-Metal, and 
dated 1776.” 

Goldstein and McCarthy also note an entry in the pre-1790 ledger of Sarah Sophia Banks collection in the British Museum (written by Jonas 
Dryander) relating to her Continental dollar: 

“Congress Dollar. 1776, never current, struck on speculation in Europe, for sale in America ...” 

A later version of this ledger, in Banks handwriting, repeats this information and is accompanied by a printed tipped-in flyer advertising the 
sale of “These American MEDALS at/Six-Pence Each/N.B. Representing the Paper Currency of a/Dollar, which goes for/Four Shillings and 
Six-pence in that country.” The flyer then gives a detailed description of a Newman 3-D EG FECIT Continental dollar under the heading 
EXPLANATION. This flyer closely resembles du Simitierre’s note in his unpublished manuscript, suggesting he may have seen one of the flyers 
at some point. 

Goldstein and McCarthy go on to cite a letter from renowned silversmith and patriot Paul Revere to Bishop Watkins, dated February 21, 
1790, in which he states the Continental dollars were not made in America: 

“As for pewter money struck in America, I never saw any. I have made careful inquiry, and have all the reason in the world to believe that 
you were imposed upon by those who informed you.” 

From these, and a few other citations, Goldstein and McCarthy conclude the 1776 Continental dollars were privately struck in Europe, as 
souvenir commemoratives, shortly after the war.

Current Thoughts 

The debate rests here at the present time, with both sides pointing out weaknesses in the opposing positions. Certainly, the lack of any authorizing 
documentation for the Continental dollars is a glaring weakness in the traditional view. Extensive records on almost every subject were kept by the 
Continental Congress, so it is strange that an issue of such economic importance left no paper trail. 

On the other hand, the flyer that is the most convincing evidence for the European theory says nothing about where the coins were struck. It 
is possible that some enterprising merchant gathered up a supply of high-grade Continental dollars in this country, where they were theoretically 
available and cheap, and offered them for sale to his European clientele. 

Contemporary opinion on the origin of these pieces is divided, with Watkins and Sprengel believing they were American issues and Revere, du 
Simitierre, and Banks favoring a European source. Banks and du Simitierre may have based their opinion on the flyer, which is convincing, but not 
conclusive. 

Goldstein and McCarthy promise a follow-up article on this subject, which may provide further insights. 

The Present Coin 

The coin offered here is the finest known Continental dollar, regardless of die variety or composition. This delightful Superb Gem offers impeccably 
preserved silver-gray surfaces, with prooflike reflectivity in the fields. The design elements are razor-sharp in most areas, with complete detail on the 
sun’s face and all the lettering bold, except for a touch of softness on WE ARE ONE in the center of the reverse, opposite the high points on the 
obverse. A representative of the popular Newman 3-D variety, the important EG FECIT stands out boldly. The obverse is struck slightly off center, 
to the upper left, while the reverse is perfectly centered. A diagnostic semicircular die crack extends through the centers of the rings on the reverse 
from GEORGIA through DELAWARE. This coin was once a highlight of several important numismatic collections, including those of Virgil Brand 
and John J. Ford. We expect intense competition from numismatists of all collecting disciplines when this iconic issue crosses the block. Listed on 
page 97 of the 2019 Guide Book .

The central portrait is a bit soft on the face, but retains clear 
features. The reverse is representative of known examples at this 
grade level and even finer. The central THREE PENCE is quite 
weak, a characteristic seen on even the finest known pieces. Most 
of Barry’s name is clear, though the initial ST of his first name and 
final Y of BARRY are faint. The planchet is slightly out of round, 
and the strike is a touch off-center toward 12 o’clock.

The identity of the obverse figure has been the subject of much 
speculation, with Barry himself and George Washington being 
the most commonly proposed identifications. In the Spring 2009 
issue of the C4 Newsletter , however, Max B. Spiegel discussed his 
discovery of an 1843 article from the Baltimore Sun stating that the 
figure depicted was James Calhoun, who was serving in a position 
analogous to Mayor in Baltimore on July 4, 1790. Comparison of 
contemporary portraits of Calhoun and the threepence’s obverse 
figure strongly suggest that this attribution is accurate. An exciting 
opportunity to acquire this classic early American rarity.

First Presbyterian Church of Albany, New York issued 1,000 uniface 
copper tokens in 1790, to aid parishioners in finding suitable coins 
for their offerings. There was a chronic shortage of small change in 
the newly established United States at the time, as the Mint Act 
of 1792 would not be signed by Congress for another two years. 
Circulating coinage consisted of a hodge-podge of coins from all 
nations and the various states, and often included underweight or 
counterfeit specimens. The Albany Church pennies were issued 
at the rate of 12 to one shilling and two varieties were produced. 
This coin represents the W-8495 variety, without the large D that 
appears above CHURCH on the other variety. The Albany Church 
penny began appearing at auction at least as early as lot 2079 of the 
Second Semi-Annual Sale (W. Elliot Woodward, 4/1863), where 
the coin realized $18, a substantial price for the time. The other 
variety, with the large D, was offered in the next lot in that sale and 
realized $25. Both varieties are rare today, with less than a dozen 
examples of each extant. All examples seen are well-worn. Recent 
sales of the W-8495 include the VF30 PCGS example in lot 3912 
of the ANA Signature (Heritage, 8/2015), which realized $30,550. 

This impressive specimen shows XF sharpness on the simple 
design elements, with CHURCH spelled out clearly in print and 
PENNY inscribed in cursive underneath. The border remains 
complete, although weak in some places. The surfaces show some 
evidence of corrosion and extensive verdigris, and the planchet is 
clipped at 10 o’clock on the obverse. Listed on page 87 of the 2019

The reverse, with AMERICA spelled in 
full, appears on S-2, S-3, S-4, and NC-1. Breen Die State II, early, with a faint crack from the rim at 7 o’clock into the hair, and another faint 
crack from the first, following the rim toward the date. A tiny planchet lamination obscures the second crack. A small planchet clip is also 
evident at the same location. 

A small number of sensational Chain cents have survived for more than two centuries since they were coined in March 1793, including 
this example that carries a provenance to 1864. A sensational Gem, the Eliasberg specimen has a bold strike with excellent definition of the 
motifs, including the fine strands of Liberty’s hair. The rim is bold and the centering is excellent. Every aspect of this superlative Chain cent is 
remarkable. 

The rich olive and mahogany-brown surfaces are highly lustrous and virtually flawless. A small patch of reverse corrosion that was described 
in the Eliasberg catalog remains unchanged over the last 21 years, and it is completely stable, unlikely to change in the future. 

Historical Importance 

After Congress authorized the Mint in April 1792, plans for the establishment soon began, and all was ready late that year. Although 1792 half 
dismes were minted before the Mint opened, and a few patterns were struck in the new facility late in 1792, the Chain cents were the first actual 
United States coins minted at the Philadelphia Mint in March 1793. These coins are the very first federal type coins, minted before the 1793 
half cents, or the other large cent designs. Mint records identify a total mintage of 36,103 Chain cents were delivered March 1 through March 
12, 1793. 

A Distinctive Variety 

The obverse of the S-4 Chain Periods cent is unlike earlier Chain cent varieties. The hair shows a different treatment, and the periods that 
follow the date and LIBERTY are unprecedented among all 1793 cents. Walter Breen made the reasonable suggestion that a different engraver 
prepared this obverse. The periods are similar to Joseph Wright’s 1792 pattern quarters, and led Breen to suggest that Wright engraved this die. 
Harry Salyards suggested that the engraver of this die continued to prepare the Wreath cent obverse dies. The identification of engravers of the 
1793 cents and half cents remains a perplexing numismatic mystery. 

Comparative Descriptions 

The five finest examples of S-4 in Del Bland’s census carry a 19th century provenance. The opportunity to compare descriptions of a single coin 
through the years will give the 21st century numismatist an opportunity to better appreciate the work of 19th and 20th century numismatists. 

In lot 603 of the Fifth Semi-Annual Sale (W. Elliot Woodward, 10/1864), Woodward described this specimen as “1793 Flowing hair, dot after 
Liberty and after the date; rev. links, ‘United States of America.’ A vine and stripes on the edge. Splendid, uncirculated, of the highest degree of 
rarity.” The lot sold to Joseph Zanoni, for $27. Zanoni sold the main body of his collection through Edward Cogan in 1867, but this coin was not 
described in the catalog for that sale. It must have been sold to the next owner, Thomas Cleneay, privately at some point. 

The next auction appearance was in lot 1795 of the Thomas Cleneay Collection (S.H. and H. Chapman, 12/1890), where the Chapman 
brothers noted: 

“1793 Same type. Head larger and hair more abundant but lower relief, periods after LIBERTY and 1793 and the inscription close. R. Same 
die. Beautiful sharp impression of rich light olive color. The finest specimen known of this variety which is much rarer than the preceding. 
See Plate VIII. From Zanoni coll.” 

The preceding lot the Chapmans referred to was the Zanoni-Cleneay S-3 cent. The S-4 Chain cent sold to coin dealer Charles Steigerwalt 
for $122.50. Either Steigerwalt was acting as an agent for Albany collector John G. Mills at the Cleneay sale, or he later sold this coin to him 
privately, as the coin next appeared in lot 1227 of the John G. Mills Collection (S.H. & H. Chapman, 4/1904). The Chapman brothers wrote: 

“1793 Chain. Head of Liberty r. with hair flowing loosely behind, long, reaching nearly to edge and exquisitely executed. LIBERTY above; 
below 1793 (periods after LIBERTY and date). Rev. UNITED STATES OF AMERICA; in centre endless chain of 15 links enclosing ONE 
CENT 1/100. Edge vine and bars. This specimen of the most delicate and rarest die of the 1793’s, a cent that when slightly worn is almost 
invisible, is in uncirculated condition with a beautiful, lustrous, light olive surface. Unique state and very rare. From the Cleneay Coll. Plate 
XII.” 

The lot realized $235, to Philadelphia collector George Earle. A few years later, in June of 1912, Henry Chapman wrote in lot 3355 of the 
George Earle catalog: 

“1793 AMERICA. Small head of Liberty, long flowing hair. Period after LIBERTY and 1793. R. as last. Uncirculated. Sharp, even 
impression. The planchet on edge to left of date was not quite circular, and while it took the edge design, yet the coin is not a true circle at 
this point. However, it detracts so slightly that I feel this to be one of the finest specimens of this variety known. Its color is a lustrous, rich 
brown. Plate. Excessively rare. Crosby 4-c.” 

The lot was purchased by “C”, possibly an abbreviation for Chapman, for a relatively modest sum of $140. The coin was sold privately shortly 
after the sale to fellow Philadelphian Clarence Bement. 

Just four years later, in May of 1916, Henry Chapman found this coin on his desk again, this time as part of the Clarence S. Bement, Esq., 
Collection. The description for this piece in lot 286 reads: 

“America. Small head of Liberty r., the profile outlined, the hair very fine. LIBERTY. Below 1793. Periods after the word LIBERTY and 
date. R. UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, in center within a circle of 15 links ONE CENT 1/100. Sharp, even impression with high edge. 
The planchet on edge to left of the date is not quite circular, though it has taken the edge bars, but it is hardly noticeable and even with this 
very slight defect it detracts so slightly that I feel this to be one of, if not the finest specimen known of this variety. Surface beautiful and of a 
rich, lustrous, light brown color. Plate. Excessively rare. C. 4'C. From Zanoni coll., then to Cleneay, later from Earle sale, No. 3355, though 
subsequently purchased at private sale for $200.” 

The lot realized $300 to “Innis”, an alias for James W. Ellsworth, who bought heavily at the sale. 

This specimen soon found its way to William Cutler Atwater, via Wayte Raymond, who purchased Ellsworth’s collection in 1923 in a 
partnership arrangement with John Work Garrett. It must have been one of the last coins Atwater purchased, because he stopped collecting 
around 1923, although his collection was not sold until after his death, in 1946. B. Max Mehl handled Atwater’s collection, which was one of 
the highlights of his long and immensely successful numismatic career. In his description of lot 10 in his June 1946 catalog, Mehl overlooked the 
planchet clip that had been described earlier: 

“1793 Chain type, but of an entirely different die, smaller head with longer flowing locks. Periods after LIBERTY and date. Uncirculated 
with raised borders. Glossy medium brown surface. Bold impression. Mr. Atwater’s catalog described it as ‘superb.’ From the famous 
Ellsworth collection. Extremely rare and valuable both as to variety and beautiful condition.” 
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The lot sold to super collector Louis E. Eliasberg, Sr. for $330. 

Heritage cataloger Mark Borckardt had the pleasure of describing this coin for its appearance in lot 487 of the May 1996 catalog of the 
Eliasberg collection, where it was graded MS64 Brown, writing, in part: 

“Superbly detailed with excellent definition of all designs, including the highest points of the hair. Well centered. The letters are bifurcated 
on the obverse, slightly so on the reverse, an artifact of striking, due to planchet spreading. Obverse and reverse with high rims, as struck. 
Superb preservation without rim bruises or bumps. Lustrous brown surfaces with a tiny area of raised granularity at and to the right of F in 
OF. Struck on an incomplete planchet with very slight flattening of the edge at 7:00.” 

Prior to marketing of the Eliasberg collection in 1996, the early provenance of this coin was unknown. The Zanoni-Cleneay provenance 
ended with Clarence Bement. At the same time, the provenance of the Eliasberg coin began with James Ellsworth. They were listed as two 
different specimens, and the connection was only made when the Eliasberg coin was compared to the Bement plate. 

Sometime between May 1996 and July 2004, this specimen was certified MS65 Brown PCGS, and today it remains in a greendabel holder. 
The coin next surfaced in lot 6 of the Oliver Jung Collection (American Numismatic Rarities, 7/2004). The cataloger for American Numismatic 
Rarities, the now defunct New Hampshire firm, wrote: 

“Sometimes in the course of numismatic events, a coin ‘has it all,’ with little else to be desired. Such an instance is here, with this simply 
incredible 1793 Chain cent, one of the most famous and rare of American coin types, combining the certification in gem grade, plus the 
incomparable pedigree of the Eliasberg Collection. Just about every adjective that you might care to apply would be relevant-marvelous, 
wonderful, and so on. You can add your own descriptions.” 

The cataloger continued with a reprint of the Eliasberg description. The lot realized $391,000. 

This coin’s most recent appearance was in lot 3020 of our FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2012), where it realized $1,380,000 (see description 
online at https://www.ha.com). 

High Condition Census and Provenance 

Just three examples of S-4 exist with claims to Mint State status. The finest piece is sometimes called “The Coin” and is the example illustrated in 
Walter Breens Complete Encyclopedia of US. and Colonial Coins. “The Coin” is certified Specimen 67 Brown PCGS and carries a provenance back 
to Joseph Mickley who may have received it from the Mint Cabinet in trade for other numismatic items. Dr. Sheldon called the Mickley piece 
“possibly the most perfect Chain cent in existence.” 

The second finest example is the Parmelee coin that was illustrated in the 1991 Noyes Photo book. Dr. Sheldon called the Parmelee cent MS65 
in the 1949 publication of Early American Cents. Today it is certified MS66 Brown PCGS Secure, CAC. The Parmelee specimen recently sold for a 
record $2,350,000 in lot 4011 of the FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2015). 

The Eliasberg 1793 S-4 With Periods Chain cent, the third finest PCGS certified example, is considered the third finest of the S-4 cents, and 
carries a provenance back to 1864. In Early American Cents, Sheldon discussed the “recent sales” of examples that traded hands in the 1940s. This 
piece appeared in B. Max Mehl’s sale of the Atwater Collection in 1946 but was overlooked by Sheldon in that discussion. 

There exists a wide gap between the grades of the three pieces discussed here and the next tier of S-4 Chain cents that include four or five AU 
examples. Current market values for the top grade Chain cents are significant, although they seem low in comparison to other numismatic rarities. 
This magnificent S-4 Chain cent is one of the most important offerings in this sale. We expect intense competition from series specialists when this 
lot is called. Housed in a green label holder. Our EAC grade MS60.

Breen Die State IV. The Horizontal Stem on the obverse and the 
kidney-shaped ribbon bow on the reverse are diagnostic of this 
plentiful Wreath cent variety. The total mintage of all Wreath cent 
varieties was 63,353 coins, mostly produced in April, with a few 
pieces struck three months later in July 1793. Mint researcher R.W. 
Julian notes that the supply of copper planchets was exhausted at 
the same time that the Mint’s rolling mills broke. A new supply of 
copper blanks was delayed until the rolling mills were repaired. 

Studying rarity ratings of all 1793 Wreath cent varieties shows 
a total population of 2,200 to 2,900 survivors for all varieties, 
including 750 to 1,000 examples of S-9, or about one-third the total 
population. Those data suggests that about one-third of the Wreath 
cent mintage was from this die pair, or about 21,000 cents. In his 
Large Cent Encyclopedia, Walter Breen conveniently determined 
that all coins struck in July were examples of S-l 1 (a, b, and c), and 
that the cents struck in April were S-5 through S-10, along with 
the NC varieties. Although his accounting is likely inaccurate, it 
seems reasonable that the S-9 cents were struck in mid-April 1793. 

This middle die state example shows faint die cracks on Liberty’s 
face and temple, as well as on the reverse through the CA in 
AMERICA. The surfaces are olive-brown and tan with a few 
handling marks and planchet fissures. Overall, this is an attractive 
specimen with excellent eye appeal. Our EAC grade XF40.

At any rate, today the issue is firmly ensconced with the 
1877 and 1909-S in the pantheon of avidly sought key-date cents 
in the Indian and Flying Eagle series. 

Rick Snow theorizes that the obverse die for the Snow-9 1856 
Flying Eagles was “probably produced in early 1857 and used first 
on S8.” The reverse was one of the original dies and initially used 
to strike the Snow-5 variety. The Snow-9 Flying Eagle cents were 
“probably produced during a long period starting in late 1857 and 
continuing until 1860.” Certainly, as the most commonly found 
die pairing for the proof 1856 issue, specimens are encountered in 
numerous different die states or stages.

The September 1915 edition 
of The Numismatist featured a short article about the now- 
famous Indian Head cents of 1877 entitled, “He ‘Kept Books’ 
on the 1877 Cents.” The author relates an entry from the New 
York Sun in which a correspondent attempted to calculate the 
number of 1877 cents available in circulation over time: 

“Herewith find observations on the humble bronze cent 
bearing date 1877: Noticing that this date formed a very 
small proportion of the dates to be found in a handful of 
pennies, it occurred to me to start a memorandum record. 

So in 1881 I began with 1,250 procured from the bank 
and found six dated 1877, showing that in the general 
circulation it then constituted .0048 of the output. In 1883, 
when the number examined had reached 2,950, eleven of 
the date had appeared, equivalent to .0037. In May, 1884, 
7,500 had yielded twenty-four, .0032. An intermission 
then took place, and on February 10, 1896, 10,100 had 
returned only twenty-four, not one having been found in 
the additional lot, or .0023. The final entry, November 27, 
1897, brought the total to 28,450, with thirty-five of 1877, 
. 0012 . 

“The foregoing shows in a striking manner how the 
1877 date in sixteen years had moved toward the vanishing 
point. What it is to-day I do not know. I believe, however, 
that it would take a very long day’s work to secure even one 
out of a batch of ten thousand. The measure of its value 
would be the value of the seeker’s time, surely not less than 
$1 a day. And yet you may have an 1877 cent among your 
change at this moment.” 

Unfortunately, the likelihood of having an 1877 cent “among 
your change at this moment” is virtually nil. Only 852,500 coins 
were produced for circulation, and about 5,000 or 6,000 pieces 
are estimated to survive. Indeed, the 1877 would be impossible to 
acquire were its valued tied to the time it would take to find one 
in general commerce. Even with the number of coins extant that 
trade among collectors, the 1877 proves challenging in business- 
strike format. It is for that reason that many opt to obtain a nice, 
high-grade proof instead. 

Proofs were struck to the extent of 1,250 to 1,500 pieces, 
according to the Guide Book. Rick Snow provides an estimate of 
910 proofs that seems more in line with the surviving population. 
The exact mintage is unknown because records for minor proof 
coin production were not kept until 1878. Whatever the actual 
total may be, it was certainly small. The vast majority of known 
survivors fall into the Red and Brown color category. Red examples 
are scarce and highly desirable. Perhaps most importantly, this 
spectacular Superb Gem ranks among the very finest examples 
at PCGS and NGC combined, with two PR67 Red coins at the 
former and a single piece at the latter.

The 1796 Draped 
Bust, Small Eagle dime represents the first regular issue for this 
denomination and is highly popular as such. This die marriage, JR-1, 
is the most often seen 1796 variety, likely comprising about half of 
the known coins of this issue and making it an ideal option for date 
or type collectors. Diagnostic markers include part of Liberty’s hair 
curl left of the E in LIBERTY, two leaves below the A in STATES, 
and the leaf tip pointing to the right side of the O in OF. 

This piece is in a late die state. The obverse exhibits a crack 
across Liberty’s shoulder to the neck, and a large cud partially 
covers star 1. That cud becomes more advanced in later states, 
eventually obscuring the entire star.

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3909 1804 B-l, R.3, MS65 NGC. Ex: Colonel Green. Colonel Edward Howland Robinson Green (better known as Col. E.H.R. Green or, more 
simply, Col. Green), was the son of Henrietta Howland Robinson Green, nee Henrietta Howland Robinson (1834T916). She, too, is known 
more simply as Hetty Green, and even more familiarly as the “Witch of Wall Street.” Hetty Green was connected on the Howland side of her 
family to one of the great merchant families of New England. She grew up in a Quaker household, noted for its austerity. 

Upon their deaths in 1865, her father and maternal aunt willed to her a total of about $10 million. Even after her 1867 marriage to Edward H. 
Green, she kept her finances separate, managing them herself with single-minded monomania. Her father and grandfather had educated her in 
finance from early childhood, and she dedicated herself to expanding that fortune. As her wealth increased, she continued to live with her son 
and daughter in modest surroundings, avoiding all social contacts or displays of wealth. In time she became a major force on Wall Street, despite 
which she often appeared in public in shabby garb and sought medical treatment for herself at charity clinics. She left an estate valued at more 
than $100 million when she died in 1916, reputedly the world’s richest woman. 

The most often-repeated story concerning her penury is that concerning her son Edward, whom she refused to take for medical treatment, 
resulting in the need for his leg to be amputated. Col. Green was born the year following Hetty’s marriage to Edward Green, during his parents’ 
tour of Europe. 

By age 25, Col. Green had been admitted to the bar and become president of the Texas Midland Railroad (his mother Hetty had owned many 
railroad stocks during her lifetime). He was active in Texas Republican politics, served as chairman of the Texas Republican State Committee, 
and was a director of the St. Louis Exposition of 1904. In order to maintain a Texas residence, he kept a suit of clothes and one of his wooden 
legs in a “fine residence” in Terrell, Texas. He died at age 68 in Lake Placid, New York. At the time of his death—with a total estate valued at 
more than $40 million—his coin collection was valued at an estimated $5 million, along with a stamp collection worth $3.5 million. Green’s 
numismatic holdings included at least seven different 1838-0 half dollars, a Brasher doubloon, all five of the 1913 Liberty nickels, and a 
staggering hoard of 1796 quarters, said to number more than 200 pieces. 

This wonderful coin, also pedigreed to the Col. Green collection of early quarters, is the Browning-1 variety, with the 4 in the date low and a 
die cut between stars 8 and 9, as seen on all examples. Although not as famous (because neither a single-year type nor a first year of issue) as the 
1796 quarters, the 1804 quarters are many times rarer in Mint State than the 1796 pieces. 

In the 1975 ANA sale, the cataloger wrote in part of this coin: 

“Extremely rare grade and one of two finest known of just three, possibly four known in full Mint State. Certainly the most famous specimen 
and long thought to be clearly the finest.” 

This coin is sharply struck, save for at some of the denticles, as usually seen, and wonderful steel-blue and pinkish-purple iridescent patina covers 
both sides. Bold die clashing is visible along the upper bustline, creating a “collar” effect on Liberty similar to the 1800 BB-196 Bust dollar variety. 
Lesser (but still dramatic) clashing is visible on the reverse as well. 

As of (5/18) NGC has certified 38 Mint State 1796 quarters, compared with only five Mint State 1804s, of which this stands alone as the finest 
by two grade points. At PCGS, there are 37 Mint State 1796 quarters, compared with only eight Mint State 1804s. This is the single finest 1804 
quarter certified at either NGC or PCGS. This is a monumental early Bust quarter, a coin whose rarity, historicity, and numismatic importance 
simply cannot be overstated.

At least two unused obverse dies for half dollars were created 
with the 1804 date, confirmed by two different 1805/4 obverse dies 
that are known today. The 0-101 and 0-102 varieties share one of 
the obverses, and 0-103 employs the other. While each of 0-101 
and 0-102 die pairs is more plentiful than 0-103, only about 1,000 
pieces survive of all three varieties combined in all different grades. 
Of these, the Eric P. Newman specimen and the Eliasberg/Pogue 
specimen, both certified MS65, are easily the finest known 1805/4 
half dollars. We believe that the Newman and Eliasberg/Pogue 
coins are the only two Gem examples known today, and that they 
are in fact the two finest 1805 half dollars that exist of any variety. 

When we offered the Eliasberg coin in August 1998, that 
specimen was called the finest-known 1805/4 half dollar. The coin 
realized over $100,000 at a time when few coins reached the six- 
figure mark. It more recently brought $111,625 as part of the D. 
Brent Pogue Collection in May, 2015, certified MS65 PCGS. 

In comparison, the present coin last changed hands in Heritage’s 
ANA Signature Auction in August, 2014 for a record $152,945 as 
part of the Oliver Jung Collection. It had previously held the 
record of $152,750 when it appeared as part of our Eric P. Newman 
Collection, Part II (Heritage, 11/2013). It remains in its special Eric 
P. Newman holder as MS65 NGC, CAC. 

B. Max Mehl was fond of writing that the 1805/4 half dollar 
was “the closest a collector could come to an 1804 half dollar.” 
He was obviously making that statement in an attempt to borrow 
from the fame and fortune of the 1804 silver dollar. Today, the 
1805/4 is well known to collectors and stands on its own merit 
as an important numismatic delicacy and an essential early type 
overdate. Silver deposits were minimal in 1804, as evidenced by 
the low production of dimes, quarters, and silver dollars (dated 
1802 or 1803). There were no half dimes or half dollars minted in 
1804, although half dollars were obviously intended. The finest 
certified 1805 Normal Date half dollars only reach the MS63 grade 
level, making the present coin arguably the finest 1805 half dollar 
available to collectors based on its outstanding pedigree and high 
grade (with CAC endorsement), and recent record-setting auction 
appearances.

Our First Silver Coinage 
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3997 1794 B-l, BB-1, R.4, XF40 PCGS. CAC. Following passage of the Mint Act of 1792, George Washington appointed David Rittenhouse as 
the first Director of the Mint, and Rittenhouse accepted the appointment. Fie immediately began arranging for suitable physical facilities to 
house the new government agency, and he also began assembling his staff of mint officers. Neither task was easily accomplished. 

The Mint Act specified coinage in copper, silver, and gold, with denominations ranging from the half cent to the ten dollar gold eagle. Due to 
the expected quantities of gold and silver that would be handled during the course of business, Congress specified that the Assayer and the Chief 
Coiner should each post a bond in the amount of $10,000, a sizeable sum in the early 1790s, equal to nearly seven years’ salary for each of those 
officers. Albion Cox was hired as the Assayer, and Henry Voigt was hired as the Chief Coiner. Neither individual was able to fulfil the bond 
requirement. As part of his February 8, 1794 communication to Congress, Rittenhouse wrote: 

“If it shall be thought proper to allow a refiner for the mint, I beg leave to suggest the propriety of authorizing the President to direct security 
to be taken to such amount as he shall judge proper; it being well known that a man’s ability to give security depends much on accidental 
circumstances, little connected with either his qualifications or his moral character.” 

On March 3, 1794, Congress passed additional legislation that lowered the bond requirement to $1,000 for the Assayer, and $5,000 for the 
Chief Coiner. Cox and Voigt were able to meet these new requirements, and all was finally set for the coinage of precious metals. Silver dollars were 
minted first, with the entire 1794 production of 1,758 coins delivered from the Coiner to the Mint Treasurer on October 15. Six weeks later, 5,300 
half dollars were delivered on December 1, 1794. Additional silver coins were minted throughout the first seven months of 1795 and beyond, and 
the first gold coins (half eagles) were delivered on July 31, 1795. With the coinage of dimes in January 1796, and quarters three months later, all 
denominations specified in the April 1792 Mint Act were finally in production after four years. 

In his survey of 1794 silver dollars, Martin Logies enumerated 134 surviving examples, and we know of two new examples that were not 
recorded in his reference, bringing the total to 136 pieces, for a survival rate of 7.7% of the mintage. Logies accounts for six Mint State examples, 
12 AU representatives (including four that are cleaned or tooled), another dozen XF45 pieces, and 10 problem-free XF40 examples including the 
present piece. Nearly all of those 30 top-grade examples are housed in collections ranging from type sets to specialized die variety cabinets, with few 
opportunities to bid on such examples. 

Although imperfectly centered, the atypical strike exhibits a sharp and complete date, with each one of the 15 stars fully outlined. The border is 
completely detailed around the circumference of the obverse and reverse, save for the top of the reverse where the dentils are lacking. A trivial rim 
bump is evident over the F in OF. Attractive pale-gray silver toning appears on both sides of this lovely dollar, with hints of sky-blue toning visible 
with magnification. There are no marks of consequence on either side of this splendid first-year silver dollar.

The King of American Coins 
The Mickley-Hawn-Queller Specimen 
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4003 1804 Original PR62 PCGS Secure. “In all of numismatics of the entire world, there is not today and there never has been a single coin which was and is 
the subject of so much romance, interest, comment, and upon which so much has been written and so much talked about and discussed as the United States 
silver dollar of 1804. ” 

- B. Max Mehl, from the Dunham Collection catalog, 1941 

For more than a century, the 1804 dollar has reigned as the “King” of U.S. coinage, a fitting title to bestow on a coin made for royalty. The 
U.S. Mint received orders to strike complete sets of proof coinage meant to serve as diplomatic gifts for sovereigns such as the Sultan of Muscat, 
the King of Siam, and the Emperors of Cochin-China and Japan. While most denominations specified by the Mint Act of 1792 were still in 
production in 1834 and thus simple to produce as proofs, the silver dollar and gold ten dollar (eagle) had not been struck for many years - since 
1804, the Mint’s research found. There was just one catch: those silver dollars struck in 1804 were made from carryover obverse dies and did not 
bear that date. When the Mint struck those silver dollars dated 1804 and a few spares, an inadvertent rarity was created. 

Jacob Eckfeldt and William E. DuBois revealed the existence of the Class I or “Original” 1804 dollars to the then-small coin collecting 
community of the United States by including a picture of one in their 1842 reference, the Manual of Coins of All Nations. Matthew Stickney 
became the first confirmed non-royal, non-government-employee owner of an 1804 dollar in 1843, when he traded a gold Immune Columbia 
piece - a remarkable numismatic delicacy - as well as other coins to the Mint Cabinet to get his example (for more on Stickney’s transaction see 
Moulton, Karl and Stone, David, “The Stickney-Dubois Connection”, The Numismatist, October 2016 edition). The second confirmed piece to 
come into a collector’s hands was this very coin, which had come into the possession of bank teller Henry C. Young in October of 1847 and was 
sold to now-legendary numismatist Joseph J. Mickley the same day. By the end of the 1850s there was enough financial incentive for the self¬ 
enrichment crew of the midcentury Philadelphia Mint to try their hand at 1804 dollar restrikes, though their various gaffes - not least of which 
was striking the singular Class II Restrike over an 1857 shooting thaler from Bern in Switzerland - stopped their plans in the short term. After 
the Civil War, the market for the various 1804 dollars blossomed. The Mickley specimen offered here sold at a W. Elliot Woodward sale for $750 
in October 1867, while the Chapman brothers cracked the four-figure mark and coined the phrase “King of the U.S. series” in May 1885 when 
they sold the Dexter specimen for $1,000. While those Originals were setting records, the Second Restrike or Class III coins, artificially worn 
and given artificial backstories (e.g. the Berg specimen of the Class III dollar turning up in Vienna), were working their way toward marketplace 
acceptance. In 1907, Henry Chapman called the 1804 dollar “The King of United States Coins.” 

If the 19th century had made the 1804 dollar “niche famous” among the relatively small elite core of U.S. coin collectors, the 20th century 
was an era of popularization and broader celebrity. While the 1804 dollar has been the subject of multiple scholarly volumes (Newman and 
Bressett, The Fantastic 1804 Dollar, Q. David Bowers, The Rare Silver Dollars Dated 1804 and the Exciting Adventures of Edmund Roberts, and Mark 
Ferguson, The Dollar of 1804, The U.S. Mint’s Hidden Secret), no one person has done more to raise the 1804 dollar’s profile than B. Max Mehl. 
His Star Rare Coin Encyclopedia set the numismatic gold standard for self-promotion by convincing collectors and non-collectors alike to pay for 
what was effectively his buylist, and his direct appeals through mass media such as newspapers and radio put his Encyclopedia in hundreds of 
thousands of homes. 

Where B. Max Mehl was a teller of lore, four numismatic scholars in the late 1950s began researching the facts behind the 1804 dollar. At first 
independent, they joined forces in 1959, and in 1962, authors Eric P. Newman and Ken Bressett, with 
Walter Breen and Lynn Glaser listed as “associates in research,” published The Fantastic 1804 Dollar, a 
scholarly reference that gave the facts of the 1804 dollars as they were known to that time. Shortly before 
the book’s publication, David Spink revealed the existence of a previously unknown 1804 dollar, part of a 
set of mostly 1834'dated proof coins that had been presented to the King of Siam. The “King of Siam” set 
was the last but by no means least important piece of evidence included in The Fantastic 1804 Dollar, 
which remains a fundamentally sound reference more than half a century after its initial publication. 

Prices for 1804 dollars at auction soared as the decades passed. In 1960, the Davis Restrike 1804 dollar 
brought $28,000 at auction, while in 1970 the Mickley Original specimen realized $77,500. In 1980, at 
one of the U.S. coin market’s great heights, the Berg Restrike example reached $400,000, while the 1989 
offering of the Dexter Original representative saw it go for $990,000, another bull-market record 
tantalizingly close to the million-dollar threshold. The Stickney Original piece, which in 1946 was the 
first five-figure U.S. coin at $10,500, became the first seven-figure 1804 dollar and the most expensive 
U.S. coin ever auctioned when it sold as part of the legendary Eliasberg Collection in 1997 for $1,815,000. 

The Sultan of Muscat Original, universally considered the best-preserved of 1804 dollars, leapfrogged that 
price to bring $4,140,000 in 1999, a record that stood for several years. 

Origin of the Class I 1804 Silver Dollar 

Edmund Roberts (1784-1836) of Portsmouth, New Hampshire, received an appointment from President 
Andrew Jackson as America’s first envoy to the Far East, and successfully negotiated a Treaty of Amity and 
Commerce with King Nangklao (Rama III) of Siam. The treaty with Siam provided free trade along with 
other policies, and was concluded on March 20, 1833 at the Royal City, known today as Bangkok. A 
similar treaty, the Omani-American Treaty of 1834, was concluded with the Sultan of Muscat. Congress 
ratified both treaties on June 30, 1834. 

The U.S. State Department desired gifts for the leaders of both nations. Among a number of other gifts, 
each leader would receive a set of proof coins dated 1834. There were eight denominations that were 
current in 1834, from the half cent to the half eagle. Three decades earlier, the Mint had struck silver 
dollars and eagles, as recorded in the 1804 Mint Report (mintage of silver dollars was officially suspended 
in 1806, but no coins were struck after 1804). The first 19th century Mint Director, Elias Boudinot, in his 
annual report indicated that silver dollars were indeed struck in the first quarter of 1804. Included in that 
annual report was the accounting of Mint Treasurer Benjamin Rush who recorded a production of 19,570 
silver dollars. 

Today we understand that every one of those 19,570 silver dollars recorded for 1804 were struck from 
dies bearing the earlier date of 1803, or perhaps even 1802. It was the Mint’s practice to continue using 
dies of earlier dates as long as they were still serviceable, and the 1803-dated dies were clearly adequate to 
strike nearly 20,000 additional silver dollars. Those dollars were the only silver coins minted in the first 
quarter of the year, while half dollars, quarter dollars, and dimes were minted in the second quarter, and 
half dollars alone during the second half of the year. 

As the State Department desired to include silver dollars and eagles in the special presentation sets, 
they requested that the Mint produce 1804'dated silver dollars and eagles. Although eagles bearing the 
1804 date had been struck, no silver dollars ever existed with that date. However, Mint engravers busied 
themselves preparing dies of the old designs for those two denominations. 

Luckily, an unfinished obverse die for the eagle, from the 1800-1804 time frame, was still available. It 
required considerable polishing and reworking to make it serviceable, and the final digit in the date had to 
be punched in before it could be used to strike coins. This created an anomaly, as the style of the 4 punch 
had changed over the years, from the Crosslet 4 used in 1804 to the Plain 4 used in 1834. Apparently, this 
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inconsistency went unnoticed for many years. Early 20th century catalogers, like Thomas Elder, still classified the different varieties of 1804 
eagles by subtle differences in star positions, rather than the more obvious Crosslet 4 vs. Plain 4 distinction. John Dannreuther discovered the 
truth about the 1804 eagle obverse die shortly after his book on Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties was published. Research by Bryce Brown and Bill 
Nyberg determined that the reverse die used for the 1804 Plain 4 eagle was actually an unused half dollar die leftover from 1806. 

Research by R.W. Julian suggests that the Mint engravers may have benefited from some prior developments in the production of the 1804 
dollar dies, as well. In 1831 Mint Director Samuel Moore learned that the flow of silver from the United States to the Orient had reversed, and 
the U.S. was actually importing more silver coinage than it exported. Moore requested that the prohibition against silver dollar coinage be lifted, 
and both President Andrew Jackson and the Treasury Department replied, authorizing a resumption of coinage of this denomination on April 
18, 1831. Julian believes that several dies were prepared in anticipation of this proposed coinage, using most of the same device punches used on 
pre-1804 Draped Bust dollar dies, but incorporating the new beaded border design instead of the elongated denticles of earlier years. Four 
obverse dies and two reverse dies were prepared, with one obverse unfinished and the others exhibiting the dates 1802, 1803, and 1804. The 
unfinished obverse was completed at a much later date and displayed an 1801 date. The two reverse dies, designated as Reverse X and Reverse Y 
by Eric Newman and Kenneth Bressett, utilized the same device punches, but varied slightly in the placement of the lettering. These dies were 
apparently intended to strike a sequence of patterns, much like the Gobrecht dollars of 1836, 1838, and 1839. Unfortunately, the incoming flow 
of silver Moore had noticed was only temporary, the situation soon reverted to the normal imbalance, and the proposed resumption of silver 
dollar coinage did not materialize in 1831. 

These dies were still on hand when the need to strike silver dollars arose in the 1830s, and later dates. The 1804 obverse was used, along with 
Reverse X, to strike the Class I 1804 dollars for the diplomatic proof sets, circa 1834. Edge lettering was added before the coins were struck, using 
the old Castaing machine. Unfortunately, because the coins were struck with the close collar technology used by the Mint since the late 1820s, 
this edge lettering was slightly crushed during the striking process. The same obverse was later employed, along with Reverse Y, to strike the 
Class II 1804 dollars, circa 1858, without edge lettering. Some of the Class II coins had edge lettering applied at a later date, and were issued as 
the Class III dollars. The 1801, 1802, and 1803 obverses were used, along with Reverse X, to strike the proof novodels of those dates, circa 1875. 
Although the 1801, 1802, and 1803 proofs were struck much later, die evidence indicates the 1802 and 1803 dies were actually finished before 
the 1804 obverse. The top curl of Liberty’s hair broke off the bust punch after it was used to create the 1802 and 1803 dies. On the 1804 (and 
1801) obverse, the final upward flip of this curl is missing, confirming that the 1802 and 1803 dies were prepared first. 

Although the silver dollars and eagles were all struck three decades after the dates shown, they should never be called “restrikes” as the strikes 
of 1834 were the first from those dies. They should also not be called “originals” as they were not struck in the 1801-1804 time period. The coins 
are best called novodels, a term most commonly associated with Russian numismatics, meaning coins struck from newly created, back-dated 
dies. 

The number of 1804 Class I silver dollars actually struck in the 1830s is unknown. However, it is highly likely that the mintage figure is the 
same as the number of pieces known today, or eight coins. Were all eight coins struck in 1834, or were a few pieces struck during the next few 
years? Either scenario is possible and there are no contemporary records to verify the actual year or years that the Class I coins were minted. 

At least two of the Class I coins were released to the State Department for diplomatic purposes in 1834. Another two proof sets were 
requested for the emperors of Cochin-China and Japan in early 1835, just in time to accompany Edmund Roberts on his mission to Muscat, 
Siam and other Far Eastern locations. These last sets were never delivered because Roberts died before he could complete his mission (see 
Bowers’ The Rare Silver Dollars Dated 1804 and the Exciting Adventures of Edmund Roberts for complete details). The coins were presumably 
returned to the State Department when Roberts’ ship, the U.S.S. Peacock, returned to the United States in November of 1837. It seems most 
likely that the four extra 1804 dollars (the coins not included in the diplomatic proof sets) were saved by Adam Eckfeldt, and placed in the Mint 
Cabinet when that collection was formed in June of 1838. Certainly, the Mint retained some pieces for their own purposes, as evidenced by the 
1843 trade with Matthew Stickney where he acquired an 1804 silver dollar and the Mint acquired other objects for the National coin collection. 
Another specimen remained in the National Numismatic Collection and is now on display alongside Class II and Class III specimens at the 
Smithsonian Institution. 


Class II and III 1804 Dollars 

In the late 1850s, only three 1804 dollars were known, one each in the Mint cabinet and the Stickney and Mickley collections. American 
interest in numismatics was soaring, and demand for rarities was growing. The Philadelphia Mint during this time produced many unofficial 
restrikes, including 1856 Flying Eagle cents, 1851 and 1852 Seated dollars, and Gobrecht dollars. 

About one dozen 1804 dollars were surreptitiously struck circa-1858 at the Mint. These coins had a die rotation of 175 degrees and lightly 
strike-doubled reverses. They had a plain edge, and used the same obverse die as the Class I 1804 dollars. The reverse die differed from the Class 
I reverse, most notably in the location of the A in STATES relative to nearby clouds. The infamous “Midnight Minters” of the 1850s did not 
have access to regular silver dollar planchets. Weights of surviving examples vary between 381.5 and 416.2 grains. 

In 1880, Philadelphia dealer S. K. Harzfeld interviewed Mint Superintendent A. Loudon Snowden, the nephew of James R. Snowden, the 
Mint Director between 1853 and 1861. In the interview, Snowden states: 

“About this period an old employee of the mint, a relative of one of the first and most valuable 
officers of the mint, who had charge of the dies in the engraver’s department, was discovered by the 
sales made by an erring son to have taken impressions from 1804 and some other dies.” 

Snowden implicitly names George J. Eckfeldt, an Engraving Department foreman in 1858, and his 
son Theodore Eckfeldt, a night watchman at the Mint. Both were relatives of Adam Eckfeldt, an 
important officer in the Mint’s early decades. 

Well-known Philadelphia dealer and writer Ebenezer Locke Mason was more explicit about the 
clandestine goings-on in the Mint. In the June 1882 issue of Mason’s Coin Collectors’ Magazine, he writes 
“here was offered by young Eckfeldt [in 1860] three genuine U.S. 1804 dollars at $70 each and nearly all 
the rare [proof restrike] Vi cents in dozens of duplicates were purchased.” 

In 1861, James Pollock became Mint Director. In November 1861, he received a letter from the 
Boston Numismatic Society complaining about “abuses which have of late years been practiced at the 
Mint, whereby numbers of pattern pieces, and coins from dies of former years, have been freely struck, 
and disposed of by employees of the Mint to dealers who have sold them at great prices. Two years since, 
members of this society were offered specimens of the dollar of 1804 ... two of which had been sold for 
$75 each.” 

Robert Coulton Davis was authorized to secure the recently struck and sold 1804 dollars. According 
to William DuBois, curator of the Mint cabinet, four coins were recovered. Three of these were melted, 
and one piece went into the cabinet. This is the only known Class II example, the plain-edge 
underweight coin overstruck on an 1857 Swiss shooting thaler. 

The December 1885 issue of Numisma reports “J. N. T. Levick authorizes us to say that [an 1804 
dollar] was offered him in 1869,” but he declined to purchase it “because he saw at a glance that it was a 
restrike,” presumably because of its plain edge. The remaining, unsold cache of 1804 dollars struck in 
1858 needed edge lettering to become acceptable to collectors. Before 1875, the coins were acquired by 
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Captain John W. Haseltine, a leading Philadelphia dealer. 

Henry R. Linderman became Mint Director in April 1873, and proved more amenable to restrike activity than his predecessor Pollock. The 
plain-edge 1804 dollars, struck circa-1858, acquired edge lettering circa-1875 at the Mint via a Castaing machine and edge dies retained since 
the mintage of Draped Bust dollars that ended in 1804. The newly edge-lettered coins are now known as Class III dollars. 

Linderman died in 1879, and his estate included a Class III 1804 dollar, presumably his reward for aiding Haseltine’s activities. Another 
example went to William Idler, an important Philadelphia coin dealer and Haseltine’s father-in-law. Idler had helped sell the plain edge 1804 
dollars between 1858 and 1860. 

The remaining four Class III specimens were carried as pocket pieces until they had XF sharpness, to pass as “original” 1804 dollars found in 
circulation. The Berg specimen was given a pedigree from Koch & Co. of Vienna, Austria, when it was sold in 1883. This same coin was 
originally offered in 1876 and was said to originate from an English collection. Its early pedigree is often confused with the Phineas Adams 
example, which was later owned by Waldo C. Newcomer and Col. Green. The Colonel Ellsworth specimen, which first emerged in 1893, was 
claimed to have come from a freed slave and his son. 


Ownership History of the Mickley 1804 Dollar 


Joseph J. Mickley 


Although Stickney’s discovery of the 1804 dollars in the Mint Cabinet is more famous and well- 
documented, it is possible that Joseph Mickley discovered the coins two years before Stickney made 
his landmark visit. Born in 1799, Mickley began collecting coins in 1816, when he tried to acquire a 
cent from the date of his birth for a keepsake. As Mickley soon learned, the 1799 large cent is the 
most elusive date in the entire series, and the difficulty he experienced in finding one piqued his 
interest in coin collecting in general. His collecting activities in the 1820s were probably not as 
extensive as some collectors, like Stickney or Robert Gilmor, because he did not have the financial 
resources to collect at that level as a young man. We know he had a collection of silver dollars by 
1827, however, and he undoubtedly pursued his collecting interests in a modest way until he became 
a successful businessman himself. His name was not included on the list of prominent numismatists 
that Dubois provided to Matthew Stickney in 1843, but his activities undoubtedly increased 
throughout the following decade. By the time of the Dr. Lewis Roper Sale (Moses Thomas & Sons, 
2/1851), the first significant coin auction held in the United States, he had become the most prolific 
buyer of U.S. coins in the country and he purchased the lion’s share of American coins in the sale. 
His collection was the most complete and well-known gathering in the United States by the 1860s. 

A study of the visitor’s log of the Philadelphia Mint reveals that Joseph Mickley’s first documented 
visit to that establishment occurred on May 29,1841, when he accompanied his brother Jacob, who 
was visiting from the Mickley’s ancestral home in Lehigh County, Pennsylvania. The Mickley 
brothers were probably sightseeing while Jacob was in town and Joseph would have had a keen 
interest in the Mint Cabinet, which had been open to the public for almost three years by this time. 
Exactly when the four extra Class I dollars were placed in the Mint Cabinet cannot be determined 
with certainty. The coins should have been on hand in June of 1838, when the collection was 
formally established, but French numismatist Alexandre Vattemare reported he did not see an 
example when he visited the Mint that year. If the 1804 dollars were not immediately placed in the 
Mint Cabinet when the collection was opened to the public, we know at least two of them were 
included by the early 1840s, when Eckfeldt and Dubois wrote their book and Stickney made his 
trade. Mickley made no public mention of his 1841 visit but, since he had been collecting silver dollars since the 1820s, we know he would have 
appreciated the rarity and importance of the 1804 dollar, which was almost certainly on display by that time. We know from Stickney’s visit two 
years later that the curators of the Mint Cabinet were not parting with 1804 dollars lightly, and it seems unlikely that Mickley would have tried 

to acquire such an expensive issue at that time, but this visit probably made him aware of the 1804 dollar and he would have been on the 

lookout for one in later years. From a business journal Mickley kept from 1841 to 1848 we know he purchased a copy of the Mint Book on 
February 28, 1845 but, unlike Stickney, he probably already knew about the 1804 dollar from his 1841 visit to the Mint. In all, Mickley is 
recorded as making 11 visits to the Philadelphia Mint from 1841 to 1848. He likely made many more visits during the next 20 years. With his 
ingratiating personality, winning ways, and vast local network of personal and business connections, it seems certain that after some of those 
visits, he walked home with a few more baubles and a bit less cash in his pockets. 

According to several 19th century sources the present coin, which Mickley eventually purchased for his collection, surfaced in a bank deposit 
at the Bank of Pennsylvania around October of 1847. The cashier, a Mr. Henry C. Young, recognized the coin as something special, as Mickley 
had given him a list of coins to watch for. Young pulled the coin out of the deposit, apparently for face value. 

The numismatic community in this country was still very small in the 1840s and early 1850s. Although several well-known businessmen 
made occasional offerings of rare coins in their shops and auction catalogs, most students of the hobby consider Edward Cogan the first full-time 
coin dealer in the United States, starting around 1858. With no organized system of dealers to supply the needs of the collecting community, it 
was common practice for earlier collectors to establish relationships with bullion brokers and bank tellers to look out for the coins they needed 
for their collections, paying a small premium for any coins that could be obtained in this manner. Since Mickley lived in Philadelphia, where the 
Bank of Pennsylvania was located, he undoubtedly had such an arrangement with the tellers of the bank, including Henry C. Young. The exact 
details of the transaction were related by Young in an article in the Philadelphia Press , September 7, 1885 edition. 

Mickley published a pamphlet titled Dates of United States Coins and Their Degrees of Rarity in 1858, which Q. David Bowers has called the 
“earliest version of a rarity scale.” The work was basically a snapshot of Mickley’s collection in 1858 and he based the rarity values on his 
experience in acquiring the coins over the years. He gave the 1804 dollar his highest rating of “Very Rare.” 

It was in 1867 when the “great robbery” happened, one that sapped much of Mickley’s passion for numismatics. In brief, a great assortment of 
rare coins, mostly foreign, was stolen from his residence on April 13, 1867. The cost of the stolen coins was put at $19,000; their market value 
was far greater. Chilled from the idea of further collecting, Mickley sold his remaining coins to W. Elliot Woodward. Numismatic auction expert 
John Adams has judged Mickley’s collection of U.S. and world coins the “best all around” and “perhaps the greatest U.S. collection.” The 
greatest tribute written about Mickley, however, was not about his remarkable coin collection: 





Joseph Mickley 


“The late Joseph J. Mickley comprised qualities at once more attractive and more unusual than are often met with in one person. ... in 
Philadelphia he was most of all admired for his delightful social qualities and his extensive information on a surprising variety of topics. 
During forty years his house was a rendezvous for a numerous group of specialists—not alone in his favorite pursuits, which, indeed, were 
both many and diverse, but in any and every department of art or learning.” 
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William Lilliendahl: Collector Par Excellence 

William Lilliendahl was an early collector who compiled one of the finest collections of his era. He liquidated the bulk of his numismatic 
holdings in 1862 and 1863. The 1862 sale included proof 1851, 1852, and 1854 dollars, a proof 1831 half cent and proof 1834 cent, two 1793 
Chain cents (one the AMERI. variety), three Wreath cents, a 1793 Liberty Cap cent, and three 1799 cents. 

The 1863 Lilliendahl sale likewise included a plethora of numismatic rarities. Included was a 1794 dollar, a 1796 and 1797 half dollar, two 
1796 quarter dollars, an 1802 half dime, three Chain cents, three Wreath cents, three 1793 Liberty Cap cents, two 1799 cents, one described as 
“undoubtedly the most perfect specimen ever offered at public sale” , a run of 17 proof Large cents, and an Uncirculated 1793 half cent. 

Despite selling major portions of his collection in 1862 and 1863, Lilliendahl continued to acquire numismatic prizes, highlighted by his 
purchase of the Mickley 1804 dollar in 1867. Bowers (1999) comments on Lilliendahl’s dynamic numismatic interests: 

“Similar to the style of Lorin G. Parmelee, J. Carson Brevoort, and Charles I. Bushnell, among others, Lilliendahl selected needed items 
and then sold or consigned the balance to be auctioned. Moreover, his interests evolved, and sometimes as one series was completed or a 
challenge was met, he would sell those items and go on to something else.” 

Lilliendahl sold Mickley’s 1804 dollar to coin dealer Edward Cogan, circa 1868. Cogan soon placed the coin with Boston collector 
William Sumner Appleton. 

William Sumner Appleton 

William Sumner Appleton was born to wealthy parents in Boston in 1840 and graduated from Harvard in 1860. He never pursued a business 
career, devoting his time to the study of numismatics and history instead. His numismatic interests were varied, and he collected medals, 
Colonials, world, and ancient coins, as well as U.S. federal issues. He purchased Joseph Mickley’s collection of American gold coins in a private 
transaction with W. Elliot Woodward before the 1867 sale of that collection took place. He acquired Mickley’s 1804 dollar from Edward Cogan 
in 1868, in trade for some duplicate coins valued at $775. He wrote many articles in the American Journal of Numismatics and served on the 
publishing committee from 1870-1891. He sold Mickley’s gold collection to collector/dealer John C. Schayer in 1883. He died in Boston in 
1903. Much of his collection, including the Mickley 1804 dollar, was bequeathed to the Massachusetts Historical Society after his death. 

Reed Hawn 

The present Mickley specimen was at one time thought to be off the market forever. William Sumner 
Appleton donated the piece to the Massachusetts Historical Society in 1905. In 1970 the Society 
explained their reasoning for deaccessioning this famous dollar as well as many other valuable coins. 
In the Foreword to the catalog the President of the Society explained, “the Society’s coins have been 
very little used by scholars in recent decades. Nor does the Society have facilities for showing them to 
the general public. In 1965 the danger of theft became so apparent that the collection was placed in 
the vaults of a Boston bank. ... The choice appeared to be to keep them in dead storage indefinitely or 
to expose them to the probable danger of theft.” A third choice was to deaccession their non- 
Massachusetts numismatic holdings, and the 1804 dollar William Appleton had bequeathed in 1905 
was released for sale by the Boston Probate Court and subsequently offered at public auction. The 
coin was purchased by a still-anonymous “Chicago Collector” for $77,500. The underbidder in the 
1970 sale was 21-year old Reed Hawn. 

More than three years later, Reed Hawn bought the coin in a private transaction. Ben Stack sold 
him the Mickley 1804 dollar in January 1974 for an undisclosed amount. Hawn’s business interests 
include oil, gas, and other interests. At a young age Hawn resolved to make money as a collector and 
investor in rare coins. When he was 17 years old, he struck a deal with Ben Stack that if he would 
help him build the best possible collection, he would sell the coins back through Stack’s auctions. His 
first offering of coins at public auction was in 1971 of his duplicates. To date, he has sold six named 
(and one unnamed) collections through Stack’s, one auction through Quality Sales (in a nod to one 
of Hawn’s mentors, Jerry Cohen), a numismatic literature collection through George Kolbe, and his 
Texas currency through Heritage. Hawn’s approach to investing was best summed up in David Ganz’s 
Rare Coin Investing: “The great rarities, a real honor to own, were basically calling cards to get bidders 
interested in the auction sale.” Ganz explains: “What he meant was a $65 coin that sold on auction 
for $650 — a ten-fold increase — was hard to equal in percentage terms on a $2,500 coin or even a 
$100,000 coin (which would have to jump to a million dollars to give the same rate of return).” 
Hawn’s plan worked. He consigned the Mickley Class I dollar and his 1913 Liberty nickel to the same 
October 1993 auction, assuring maximum exposure for his other coins, especially his Barber quarter 
collection that was 20 years in the making. 

After 19 years of ownership, Reed Hawn’s name was firmly attached to the Mickley 1804 dollar, 
and the coin has since been called the Mickley-Hawn dollar. In 1993 he put the piece up for public 
auction, and it was bought by another colorful collector, David Queller 

David Queller 

David Queller assembled impressive collections of half dollars, dollars, and patterns. The dollars 
formed one of the most comprehensive and highest-graded sets ever assembled. More than an 
individual effort, the collection was called The Queller Family Collection of Silver Dollars, and for 
good reason: Queller’s son pushed him to buy the Mickley-Hawn dollar, and provided some of the 
financing with the help of his sisters. Queller paid $475,000 for the coin in 1993. 

Physical Description 

Deep silver-gray patina covers the surfaces of this attractive coin. Closer examination reveals subtle 
iridescence and strong undercurrents of golden-tan patina. The left obverse field shows a strong 
element of bold blue, and areas of dusky pewter-gray appear around the peripheral devices. Minor, 
scattered contact marks are present on the obverse, though only a few of them would attract 
attention if this were a circulation strike. They appear in pairs, two on Liberty’s cheek and two to the 
left of the hollow of Liberty’s neck. 

On the reverse, three reeding marks appear in the field between the shield and the olive branch, 
and a few smaller points of contact are present elsewhere in the fields. Such minor flaws are 
consistent with the discovery of this piece by Bank of Pennsylvania teller, Henry C. Young, in a 
mixed deposit with other coins in 1847. Both sides are luminous beneath the patina with a distinct, 
glossy sheen. Slight striking softness at the uppermost parts of the design and the star centers is 
consistent with other examples of Original or Class I 1804 dollars. A thin die crack — one that is

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present on both Original and Restrike pieces — passes across the tops of stars 5 through 7 and all but the last letter of LIBERTY. 

The lettering on the edge is “crushed,” the result of a lettered-edge planchet entering a press with a smooth collar. The strike squeezed and 
distorted the edge design, rendering many letters unreadable-a distinctive diagnostic for the Class I 1804 dollars. The coin’s holder precludes 
viewing of this detail, but Bowers describes it in The Rare Silver Dollars Dated 1804 and the Exciting Adventures of Edmund Roberts , which was 
published before this piece’s encapsulation. 

Roster of 1804 Dollars 

The 15 known 1804 silver dollars include eight examples of Class I, one of Class II, and six of Class III. There are six 1804 silver dollars in 
museums and nine in private hands. This roster updates the historical record from the Chicago Signature (Heritage, 8/2013), lot 5699. 

Class I - The Diplomatic Presentation Strikings

Osburn-Cushing Die 
State a/a. The 1870-CC is scarce in its own right, with a mintage 
of just 12,462 pieces, but in an interesting numismatic twist, the 
obverse die used to strike the present coin is the same obverse die 
used to coin the ultra-rare 1870-S dollars, of which just 9 pieces are 
verified. 

After striking a limited number of silver dollars in Carson 
City — making the present example one of the first coins struck at 
that historic mint — the die was pulled and sent to San Francisco. 
The San Francisco Mint lacked an 1870 silver dollar obverse die 
for ceremonies and mementos planned for laying the cornerstone 
at the new “Granite Lady,” which was nearing completion. The 
festivities required examples of all denominations. Correspondence 
between San Francisco Mint Superintendent A.H. LaGrange and 
Carson City Mint Superintendent Abraham Curry suggests that 
the two mints cooperated to obtain the needed 1870 obverse. 
Indeed, die markers on this 1870-CC OC-1 example match those 
on 1870-S dollars as viewed in Heritage’s photographic archives. 

Silver dollars were struck intermittently throughout 1870 at 
the Nevada Mint. Research by R.W. Julian shows that dollars 
were struck on at least 11 different occasions during the year. To 
date, nine distinct die pairs are known. The current piece is clearly 
prooflike throughout both sides, although not designated as such 
on the previous-generation PCGS holder. Lovely champagne-gold 
toning covers both sides, and the obverse strike is sharper than 
normal for the issue. Only light weakness exists at Liberty’s head 
and the surrounding stars, and some light hairlines mix with faint 
die polish lines. We expect intense competition among Carson City 
enthusiasts when this visually impressive lot is called.

4019 1879 PR68 Cameo NGC. CAC. The year 1879 would see the 
deaths of two important figures in U.S. Mint history. Former Mint 
Director Henry Richard Linderman, who had resigned in December 
1878 and was the subject of a congressional inquiry accusing him of 
official misconduct, died on January 27 at age 53, with a cloud of 
suspicion hanging over him. Linderman was an avid numismatist 
who could not resist the temptation to have unusual Mint delicacies 
made for his own delight and profit. Chief Engraver William Barber 
would pass away on August 31, after a vacation at the beach. 

Linderman’s successor, Horatio Burchard, took more than three 
months before he announced the appointment of the disliked 
Charles Barber, William’s son, to fill the post. The Trade dollar 
denomination was made obsolete by the Morgan dollar, introduced 
in 1878. Treasury Secretary John T. Sherman was a bitter foe of the 
denomination, ending it (for circulation purposes) with the stroke 
of a pen on February 22, 1878. The Trade dollar issues from 1879 
through 1883 were proof-only affairs. The 1879 leads off the string of 
series-ending proofs, produced to the extent of only 1,541 pieces. 

Since the Trade dollar series had ended for circulation, savvy 
collectors held on to their low-mintage proof examples. But one 
has to wonder why the proof Trade dollars were issued for public 
consumption for a period of five years inclusive, from 1879 through 
1883. Perhaps they were made as a numismatic smokescreen to 
keep the public eye away from even more elusive fare, including the 
controversial pattern Stellas produced in gold and other metals, and 
the lovely “Schoolgirl” silver dollar patterns, also dated 1879 and 
designed by George T. Morgan, the assistant engraver at the Mint. 

This marvelous 1879 Trade dollar is among the highest- 
graded proofs of the entire series, regardless of date. The fields 
are absolutely pristine and brilliant, with no trace of toning. The 
strike is full throughout, and the deeply mirrored fields engender 
dramatic contrast with the frosty devices. The eye appeal is simply 
outstanding on this unimprovable specimen.

1796 No Stars Quarter Eagle, MS61 
Historic First-Year Issue 
Popular BD-2 Variety 
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4094 1796 No Stars on Obverse, BD-2, R.4, MS61 PCGS. CAC. Bass-Dannreuther Obverse State c / Reverse State b. The 1796 No Stars quarter 
eagle is the only 18th century American gold or silver coin issue that lacks stars within the obverse rim. The lack of stars makes the coin extremely 
appealing to collectors, both aesthetically and because it marks a one-year type. Why were there no 1795 No Stars half eagles, the first year of that 
denomination? No answer is readily forthcoming. 

The specific reasons for the design choice to place no stars on the obverse of this smaller denomination, likely by designer Robert Scot, are lost 
today in the mists of time, but the date is significant; Tennessee joined the Union as the 16th state on June 1, 1796, and the Mint was in process of 
a conversion from “one star per state” to “one star each for the Original 13.” Note that the 1796 With Stars quarter eagles had 16 stars, while the 
1796 Draped Bust quarter dollars — also a one-year type — had 15 stars. The 1797 quarter eagles were back to the “Original 13.” 

The lack of stars gives the obverse design an unusual appeal in the cameo appearance of the right-facing, turbaned Liberty occupying the center 
with the broad, open fields surrounding her on either side. The two varieties of No Stars quarter eagles share a common obverse, with the much- 
more-available BD-2 having the arrows on the reverse extending only to the N in UNITED. On the much-rarer BD-1, the arrows extend further, to 
beneath the I. The BD-1 is a die pairing that Harry W. Bass, Jr. “rediscovered”, long after it was first noticed by Edgar Adams. 

The relative mintage figures are skewed, as expected, heavily in favor of the BD-2 over the BD-1, with Bass-Dannreuther estimating a mintage 
of 897 pieces for the BD-2 against 66 for the BD-1. There is also a 1796 With Stars variety — the Mint was clearly experimenting with this new 
first-year gold denomination — but the 1796 With Stars as a type belongs to the series of similar issues that extends to 1807. 

The present 1796 No Stars quarter eagle is of the BD-2 variety, showing the Normal Arrows reverse, with a noticeable “lump break” above the 
tip of the eagle’s right (facing) wing. A small die break joins the bottoms of BER, and some die clashing (likely caused during the striking of the 
previous BD-1 Extended Arrows pieces) on the obverse produces some light parallel raised die striations visible in the central devices at several 
points. The lowest hair curl is complete. 

This piece is absolutely Mint State, with full luster throughout. Moreover, it possesses that marvelous “original skin” or “crusty gold” look of 
early, unfooled-with U.S. gold coins. Deep reddish-orange centers, more so on the obverse, cede to even deeper violet hues at the extreme margins. 
A few minor planchet adjustment marks appear on each side, lightly so on the obverse, a bit more prominently in the shield area of the reverse, 
where the strike is somewhat weakened as a result. This lovely coin would likely grade a point or two finer were it not for a trio of small gouges in 
the left portion of the eagle’s neck, sufficient to move small bits of metal. While this phenomenon is strictly localized to that area, it does require 
mention. Having said that, we believe that potential bidders who inspect this coin in person will absolutely love it for what it is, among the most 
historic single U.S. gold coin issues, and one seldom seen at this grade level. Population: 3 in 61, 3 finer. CAC: 3 in 61, 3 finer (5/18).

A minuscule mintage of 801 three dollar gold 
pieces was accomplished in March of 1885 and none were struck 
during the remainder of the year.

The present coin is a delightful Gem with sharply detailed 
design elements and well-preserved orange-gold surfaces that show 
a mix of vibrant mint luster and prooflike reflectivity on both sides.

4123 1860 PR66 Cameo NGC. The PR66 grade is an extremely high 
level for any proof three dollar. With the added Cameo designation 
and as a pre-Civil War proof issue from close to the series’ inception, 
this piece is far-and-away finer — and rarer — than most specimens 
encountered. While the mintage for proofs is reported to be 119 
coins, it is likely that most were melted as unsold. Bowers estimates 
that only 10 to 12 proofs survive today. In the year that Lincoln was 
elected president, South Carolina seceded from the Union, and the 
nation’s financial difficulties were so severe that the Treasury even 
lacked funds to pay Congress. Most U.S. citizens had other worries 
than obtaining a proof three dollar gold piece. 

A token quantity of 7,036 business strikes for the year was 
produced, after which the die was resurfaced and reused for the 
proofs, a fact first noted by gold researcher Harry W. Bass, Jr. 
According to the Bowers series reference, the “relapping caused a 
further reduction of the J.B.L. initials and resulted in inconsistent 
spacing of the dentils on the obverse in certain areas.” Bowers 
also notes a small patch of die rust on Liberty’s jaw. Some of those 
characteristics are visible on this coin as well as some that Breen 
cites in his Proof Encyclopedia, including a “minute spine down 
from jaw” and “partial slight extra outlines at r. ribbon and parts of 
r. wreath.” 

The present PR66 Cameo example is one of only three so 
graded at NGC, with one finer (5/18). The desired gold-on-black 
appearance is quite evident on this piece, due to the depth of 
contrast between the fields and devices. Even, consistent yellow- 
gold color prevails throughout. The surfaces are all but free of 
mentionable marks, but for provenance purposes we mention a tiny 
planchet indent in the left obverse field, directly before Liberty’s 
nose. This rare three dollar in excellent shape should prove to be a 
prize for proof gold specialists and series enthusiasts.

The obverse is cracked through the tops 
of RTY and from the Y through all stars on the right. This die 
carried over from its earlier use with the 14 Stars reverse die of 
BD-3. The reverse was only used for this single variety, showing 
heavy cuds at the top, along with evidence of lapping. Although 
Dannreuther suggests otherwise, we have never seen an example 
from this reverse die without the rim breaks over TATES O. It is 
likely that the rim breaks developed during die manufacture before 
any coins were struck. 

The present specimen is tied with the Bass Core Collection 
specimen for the finest known 1798 BD-4 half eagle, and it appears 
to be the single finest available 1798 half eagle of any variety. 
Unquestionably the single finest 1798 half eagle we have ever 
handled, this specimen is finer than six MS63 coins that have 
previously appeared in our auction archives. In fact, we are unable 
to find any auction appearances of an MS64 1798 half eagle by any 
firm. Only one other submission has received a similar grade at 
NGC, with none at PCGS (5/18). 

Similar to the Bass Core Collection specimen, this Choice Mint 
State piece has frosty light yellow luster with brilliant surfaces. The 
peripheral detail is sharp, with weak centers. The upper obverse 
border is narrow, with a full reverse border, also like the Bass coin. 
This example has a few trivial, grade-consistent marks. Overall, it 
is an aesthetically pleasing piece destined for an exceptional early 
half eagle collection.

Examples offered typically fall within the AU to MS63 range, 
this MS62 representative being among the finer representatives we 
have handled in recent years.

This is a monumental coin 
for Charlotte branch mint specialists — an 1840-C half eagle 
graded MS64+ by PCGS and endorsed for quality and originality 
by CAC. The Charlotte Mint began coining operations in 1838 
and was only in its third year of production when it struck 
18,992 Liberty Head half eagles in 1840. Several design changes 
were inaugurated that year. The portrait was modified, and the 
C mintmark was moved to the reverse, where it would remain 
for the duration of the series. 

The 1840-C, more than just an early C-mint issue or the 
first year of the modified design, is one of the rarest half eagles 
produced at the North Carolina facility. The issue is scarce in 
any grade with about 125 to 150 survivors extant, according to 
Doug Winter. That puts it on par with the 184 DC and 1844'C, 
although it is more elusive in Mint State than either of those 
two issues. In fact, only the 1838-C, 1842-C Small Date, and 
1861-C are rarer in Uncirculated condition. 

Within the context of the issue, this MS64+ example with 
CAC approval is unparalleled in terms of its preservation and 
eye appeal. It is the single finest representative at PCGS by one 
and a half points, and the only near-Gem example endorsed by 
CAC. Its closest challenger is likely the Farouk-Pittman coin, 
which was graded MS64 by NGC in its last public appearance, 
but may now represent the single MS64+ submission at that 
service. Confirming this coin’s status and explaining its origin, 
David Hall writes for PCGS CoinFacts: 

“In July, 2010 two fresh new coins appeared ‘out of the 
woodwork.’ They are the PCGS graded MS63 and MS64+. 
The MS64+ is probably the finest known and the MS63 
is probably tied for second finest known with the fantastic 
John Pittman specimen. These two ‘new’ coins had been 
basically unknown to the numismatic marketplace and 
were ‘discovered’ in the Northeast United States were they 
had been in a family’s private holdings for over 50 years.” 

Potential interested parties should strongly consider a 
premium bid, as this coin may disappear once again into strong 
hands for some time. This green-gold near-Gem has satiny luster 
and excellent design definition. Although shy of fully struck, 
the relief elements are far stronger than typically seen for a 
Charlotte product. Slight softness is evident in the hair below 
ER of LIBERTY, and some original planchet roughness appears 
in that area. A hint of pale copper-orange toning on both sides 
adds to the incredible eye appeal.

4156 1909 PR68 NGC. Mint officials anticipated strong collector 
demand for the new Indian half eagle when they delivered 167 
proof specimens in 1908. Sales, however, were disappointing, a 
fact one can easily see reflected in the limited reported mintage of 
the 1909 proof. This second-year issue was produced to the extent 
of just 78 coins, and the finish was markedly different from that 
employed for the 1908. The 1909, as well as the 1910, was struck 
with a “Roman Gold” finish, per Walter Breen, which produced a 
hybrid appearance between brilliant and satiny. The master hubs 
were lightly buffed prior to annealing, but the dies produced from 
the hubs were not polished and the planchets received no special 
treatment. The coins were struck on the medal press to fully bring 
up all the design elements. Aside from the extraordinary sharpness 
of the strike, the resulting coins were virtually indistinguishable 
from business-strike examples. Researcher Roger W. Burdette notes 
coins that went unsold were simply released into circulation as 
business strikes at the close of the year, to save the extra work 
involved in melting and recoinage. 

The 1909 and 1910 are the only two issues in the proof Indian 
half eagle series to display the “Roman Gold” finish, and survivors 
of both deliveries are quite rare. Considering the entire series, the 
1915 is the most elusive date in absolute terms, but the 1909 is the 
rarest proof Indian half eagle in high grade. PCGS CoinFacts offers 
an estimate of just 40-50 survivors, examples of which have been 
graded from PR63 through PR68 at the two major grading services. 

This spectacular PR68 example is tied with two other pieces 
for finest certified at NGC, while PCGS has graded no coins finer 
than PR67+ (5/18). It is easily one of the most appealing proof 
strikings of any denomination to sell through one of our Signature 
auctions. The surfaces are pleasingly bright for the finish, with 
considerable satin texture evident. The strike is full in all areas, 
and outwardly distracting and/or grade-limiting blemishes are 
nonexistent. It is solely for pedigree concerns that we mention a 
tiny swirl of overlying color in the obverse field at the upper-left 
corner of the first digit in the date. Medium intensity orange-gold 
shadings blanket both sides and dominate the outward appearance. 
We expect intense competition from series specialists and Registry 
Set enthusiasts when this lot is called.

Collection. Bass-Dannreuther Die State c/b. The gold coinage of 
1796 is some of the most sought-after of all early United States gold. 
This was the inaugural year for quarter eagle coinage, which was 
first struck without obverse stars and then later with stars added. 
Three varieties of that denomination are known, one of which 
is largely considered uncollectible. The 1796 half eagle is a one- 
variety issue that shows a prominent overdate and is also scarce, 
with fewer than 100 pieces believed known. The most plentiful 
single gold issue of this date is the eagle, and this partially explains 
the coin’s popularity in all grades. The 1796 Capped Bust ten is, 
like the half eagle, a one-variety coin, and it is the first die marriage 
of the series to feature 16 obverse stars. These are arranged 8x8, 
symmetrically on each side of the portrait of Liberty, which is an 
orientation unique to this issue and further heightens its intrigue. 

Mintage figures for the late-18th century are not always exact. 
The Guide Book lists a mintage of 4,146 pieces for the 1796 eagle, 
but some 1795-dated coins may have been included in that figure. 
Moreover, it is believed that some 1796-dated eagles were struck in 
1797. In Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties, John Dannreuther suggests 
that the 4,146-coin mintage figure is likely the maximum number 
of tens struck with the date 1796, and that as few as 3,500 coins 
may have been produced. Whatever the case, the survival rate of 
this issue is well-documented due to its popularity with collectors 
— Dannreuther pegs it between 125 and 175 pieces for all grades. 
This is a large survivorship for any early gold issue, but it hardly 
supplies collector demand for this famous coin that is sought-after 
by date and variety specialists alike. 

This Choice AU example displays bright yellow-gold color and 
satiny surfaces that have slight reflectivity in the fields. Some faint 
adjustment marks are visible in the center of the obverse. Minor 
strike weakness also occurs on Liberty’s hair curls and the eagle’s 
breast. Under a loupe, the depressed strip of an old mint-made 
grease streak is visible horizontally across Liberty’s neck, but there 
is no grease within it. A few scattered abrasions on each side are 
also unobtrusive.

The date boasts a low mintage of just 51,000 pieces, 
and the great majority of the coins were released into circulation 
at the time of issue. Before the discovery of a hoard of 50 pieces 
in Europe in the 1970s, Mint State specimens of this date were 
virtually unheard-of. The date began appearing in auction catalogs 
in the 1940s, but even great collectors like F.C.C. Boyd and King 
Farouk were content with specimens that graded only VF during 
that era. Fouis Eliasberg, the “King of Coins,” settled for an XF40 
example in his extraordinary collection. 

The situation changed radically in 1979 when Marc Emory, 
acting for New England Rare Coin Galleries, brokered a deal for a 
group of Gem Uncirculated 1911-S eagles through his contacts in 
Spain. The story of this remarkable find was told for the first time 
in the Ivy Press publication The Coinage of Augustus Saint-Gaudens. 
The hoard was originally the property of the American governor 
of the Philippines in 1911, who gave a group of 50 ten dollar gold 
coins from the San Francisco Mint to a Spanish citizen who was 
residing in the Philippines at the time. The coins were preserved 
by that gentleman, who later returned to Spain, and the hoard 
became part of his estate when he died. The coins were retained 
by his family for many years until his grandson decided to sell them 
through a prominent coin collector from Barcelona. Marc Emory 
met with the collector and finalized a deal through a Swiss bank 
for 30 of the coins. The remainder of the hoard eventually became 
available, and NERCA became the conduit for their entry into the 
U.S. coin market. Nearly all Gem level 1911-S eagles in collector’s 
hands today are from this fantastic hoard. 

The present coin is sharply struck, with complete detail evident 
on all the design elements. The well-preserved, slightly granular 
surfaces are overlaid with soft, satiny luster that creates compelling 
visual appeal.

Later double eagle issues from 
New Orleans are famed rarities, as gold deposits at this branch mint 
decline dramatically in 1854, when the San Francisco Mint opened 
and began to serve West Coast gold miners. 

The 1852-0 represents one of the few O-mint double eagles 
that the average collector can acquire. This well-struck example 
shows a few traces of wear on the design elements, but a cluster 
of minor abrasions on Liberty’s face are the most significant 
distractions.

4267 1870 PR65 Ultra Cameo NGC. CAC. The 1870 proof Liberty double eagle bad an impressively low mintage of 35 pieces, a minuscule production 
total in absolute terms, but not unusually small in the context of the Type Two series. Distribution seems to have been remarkably low and some of 
the coins may have been melted as unsold after the close of the year. PCGS CoinFacts estimates that 8-12 pieces are extant today; however, when 
one subtracts the number of institutionally held examples of this date, the actual number available to private collectors appears to number only five 
or six specimens. This is an unusually low number of survivors for proof gold, indicating several pieces were most likely dropped into circulation 
because of their high face value when the original owners, or their heirs, encountered bard economic times. The most complete roster we have been 
able to assemble accounts for nine examples with a few earlier citations that may, or may not, represent the coins in the main roster (see below).

One curious attribute common to all proof 1870 twenties is mentioned in the 2007 Orlando Sale by Stack’s. A complex lintmark is seen through 
the letters IBE on Liberty’s coronet; apparently this was impressed into the master hub. 

The rarity and importance of Type Two twenties as proofs are difficult to overstate. When one compares Type Two to Type Three proofs, there 

are approximately eight times as many Type Three proof twenties available. Of course, there are many more dates available in the Type Three series, 

but the mintages of Type Twos are uniformly low, ranging from a low of 25 proofs to a high of 50. 

This glittering, deeply mirrored proof displays heavy mint frost over the devices, giving the coin a stark cameo contrast on both sides. The design 
elements exhibit razor-sharp definition throughout and no mentionable distractions are evident on the pristine orange-gold surfaces. Unbelievable 
quality in a rare early date in the Liberty double eagle series.

Both winged 
representations stride forward assuredly with palm and olive 
branches in their left hands. On the Sherman, Victory holds her 
right hand high, while Liberty on the twenty dollar gold piece 
clutches a guiding torch aloft. 

Saint-Gaudens’ use of this motif on the new double eagle made 
perfect sense. Obviously, it satisfied Theodore Roosevelt’s demand 
for heightened sculptural quality in American coinage reminiscent 
of the ancient Greeks. Saint-Gaudens’ design was especially 
effective in conveying a three-dimensional effect when executed 
in High Relief as originally intended. Aside from its physical 
suitability, the new double eagle also fulfilled a symbolic role. Nike, 
the Greek goddess of victory, was commonly represented on Greek 
coinage. Steve M. Benner explains in the April 2018 edition of 
The Numismatist: “Greek and Roman cities and leaders knew the 
importance of communicating their victories to their subjects and 
boosting the citizens’ confidence in their regimes. The use of Nike 
on coinage was widespread and was a means to this end.” Similarly, 
the United States was quickly becoming a dominant world power 
in the early part of the 20th century, a position it sought to convey 
and ensure through its coinage. 

After Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ untimely death from stomach 
cancer in August 1907, Roosevelt made sure to have a small 
number of High Relief twenties struck as souvenirs, knowing 
that the design as originally envisioned was impractical for large- 
scale production and circulation.

A representative 1913 Census states that he was born about 1857, 
and that he had a 46-year-old wife named Ke-Ah-Som-Pah, a 
20-year-old daughter named Pun-Kah-Me-Tsa-He whose English 
name was Maggie Bates, a 16-year-old son named Ah-Kah-Hu 
whose English name was John Bates, and a 14-year-old daughter 
named Hun-Kah-Me-Tsa-He. The family also included two older 
sons who were born about 1887 and 1890.

Indian Census as Jim Tow-Akoni, and in the 1911 Indian census as 
Jim-To-Wak-O-Ni, born about 1847. His wife was Hos-Que-Day- 
As-Sun-Odi-Say-Us, born about 1863. The 1903 Census reports a 
nine-year-old son whose English name was Grover Cleveland.

Presumably made in the early 
20th century, possibly in conjunction with the 1915 Panama- 
Pacific Exposition, this fascinating ladle (or large-bowl spoon) is 
approximately 150 mm long. The bowl of the ladle measures 54 mm 
in diameter, while the handle is approximately 100 mm in length. 
The ladle is struck in sterling silver throughout, with gold plating 
inside the bowl, although some of the plating is now worn thin. A 
copy die impression of the Kagin-14 1852 900 Thous. Assay Office 
octagonal fifty is impressed into the bowl. The handle finial forms 
a Gold Rush miner with his fist raised in triumph. A similar spoon 
brought $1,527.50 in our January, 2014 LUN Signature Auction as 
lot 6308.

• Twenty percent (20%) on Comic, Currency, Sports Collectibles, US Coin, and World & Ancient Coin Auction 
lots; 

• Twenty-three percent (23%) on Wine Auction lots; 

• For lots in all other categories not listed above, the Buyers Premium per lot is twenty-five percent (25%) 
on the first $250,000, plus twenty percent (20%) of any amount between $250,000 and $2,500,000, plus 
twelve percent (12%) of any amount over $2,500,000. 

• Minimum Buyers Premium per lot is $19, except for Sports Collectibles lots wherein the Buyers Premium 
is $14 per lot. 

Auction Venues: 

3. The following Auctions are conducted solely on the Internet: Heritage Weekly Internet Auctions (Coin, 
Currency, Comics, Rare Books, Jewelry & Watches, Guitars & Musical Instruments, and Vintage Movie 
Posters); Heritage Monthly Internet Auctions (Sports, World Coins and Rare Wine). Signature' Auctions 
and Grand Format Auctions accept bids from the Internet, telephone, fax, or mail first, followed by a floor 
bidding session; HeritageLive! and real- time telephone bidding are available to registered clients during 
these auctions. 

Bidders: 

4. Any person participating or registering for the Auction agrees to be bound by and accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction (“Bidder(s)”). 

5. All Bidders must meet Auctioneers qualifications to bid. Any Bidder who is not a client in good standing 
of the Auctioneer may be disqualified at Auctioneers sole option and will not be awarded lots. Such 
determination may be made by Auctioneer in its sole and unlimited discretion, at any time prior to, during, 
or even after the close of the Auction. Auctioneer reserves the right to exclude any person from the auction. 

6. If an entity places a bid, then the person executing the bid on behalf of the entity agrees to personally 
guarantee payment for any successful bid. 

Credit: 

7. In order to place bids, Bidders who have not established credit with the Auctioneer must either furnish 
satisfactory credit information (including two collectibles-related business references) or supply valid credit 
card information along with a social security number, well in advance of the Auction. Bids placed through 
our Interactive Internet program will only be accepted from pre-registered Bidders. Bidders who are not 
members of HA.com or affiliates should preregister at least 48 hours before the start of the first session 
(exclusive of holidays or weekends) to allow adequate time to contact references. Credit will be granted at 
the discretion of Auctioneer. Additionally Bidders who have not previously established credit or who wish 
to bid in excess of their established credit history may be required to provide their social security number 
or the last four digits thereof so a credit check may be performed prior to Auctioneer’s acceptance of a bid.

9. Presentment of Bids: Non-Internet bids (including but not limited to podium, fax, phone and mail bids) are 
treated similar to floor bids in that they must be on-increment or at a half increment (called a cut bid). Any 
podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that do not conform to a full or half increment will be rounded up or down 
to the nearest full or half increment and this revised amount will be considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneers Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in bidding, 
so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are submitted, 
preference is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written bids should be entered 
on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneer’s place of business at least two business 
days before the Auction start. Auctioneer is not responsible for executing mail bids or FAX bids received 
on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids submitted after the published closing time; nor is 
Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, e-mail, Internet, or 
in person once the Auction begins. Bids placed electronically via the internet may not be withdrawn until 
your written request is received and acknowledged by Auctioneer (FAX: 214-409-1425); such requests must 
state the reason, and may constitute grounds for withdrawal of bidding privileges. Lots won by mail Bidders 
will not be delivered at the Auction unless prearranged. 

11. Caveat as to Bid Increments. Bid increments (over the current bid level) determine the lowest amount you 
may bid on a particular lot. Bids greater than one increment over the current bid can be any whole dollar 
amount. It is possible under several circumstances for winning bids to be between increments, sometimes 
only $1 above the previous increment. Please see: “How can I lose by less than an increment?” on our 
website. Bids will be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. No “buy” or “unlimited” bids will be accepted.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half of the 
increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue to participate only 
at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature’ Auctions and Grand 
Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the expected increment, these bids will not be 
considered Cut Bids. 

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below which the lot 
will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN ’’Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS 
IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, IF THE HAMMER PRICE DOES NOT MEET THE 
“Minimum Bid”, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A REDUCED COMMISSION ON THOSE LOTS. ’’Minimum 
Bids” are generally posted online several days prior to the Auction closing. For any successful bid placed 


by a consignor on his Property on the Auction floor, or by any means during the live session, or after the 
’’Minimum Bid” for an Auction have been posted, we will require the consignor to pay full Buyer’s Premium 
and Seller’s Commissions on such lot. 

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, the 
earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an Auction, 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning 
Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may 
declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have 
been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for 
bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. Regardless that bids are made on a Property, Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw the Properties, or any part of the Properties, from the Auction at any time 
prior to the opening of any lot containing such Properties for sale by the auctioneer (crier), or in the case of 
Internet-only auctions when the bid opens for either live bidding online or the beginning of the extended 
period, if any 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible 
person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, collectibles references, 
or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his agent on a lot 
consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently appearing on the OFAC 
list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or very 
nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the Auctioneer 
may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason 
and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not 
relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) and any 
other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer periodically 
schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which Bidders cannot participate 
or place bids. If such outages occur, we may at our discretion extend bidding for the Auction. Bidders 
unable to place their Bids through the Internet are directed to contact Client Services at 877-HERITAGE 
(437-4824). 

21. The Auctioneer, its affiliates, or their employees consign items to be sold in the Auction, and may bid on 
those lots or any other lots. Auctioneer or affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify any such bids at any 
time prior to the hammer based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its affiliates. The Auctioneer 
may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors. 

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots shall be 
considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such sales including 
but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine 
if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, 
and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit status may receive 
immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks. All others will be subject to a 
hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T8rC item 7 Credit for 
additional information.) Payments can be made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the 
HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer reserves 
the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of the Auction. In 
cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation 
to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any other damages pertaining to the 
lot or Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may charge a twenty (20%) fee based on the 
amount of the purchase. In either case the Auctioneer may offset amount of its claim against any monies 
owing to the Bidder or secure its claim against any of the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer.. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount of tax 
due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. 
The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, 
or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction 
can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the maximum 
statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck and your financial 
institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the 
selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice 
to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection 
costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s 
time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent 
attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell the lot(s) 
securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or 
public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Bidder agrees to pay 
for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to an auction conducted 
by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the 
lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent 
hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of the 
Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other 
property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice 
or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect to these lien rights, 
Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial 
Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to an 
auction conducted by Auctioneer). In addition, with respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer 
waives any and all rights of offset he might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the 
merchandise included on the invoice. If a Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer 
and its affiliates shall have the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and 
it may secure by possessory lien any unpaid amount by any of the Bidder’s property in their possession. 












Terms and Conditions of Auction 


31. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility of the 
buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a common 
carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be shipped 
in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping fees 
is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that Service and 
Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the credit card on 
file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified customs 
declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. NOTE: Declaration 
value shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyers premium and Auctioneer shall use the 
correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for third-party shipment must 
designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all shipments in which Heritage charges the 
Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee infra, any risk of loss during shipment will be borne by Heritage until 
the shipping carrier s confirmation of delivery to the address of record in Auctioneer s file, this is the “Secure 
Location”. A common carriers confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; if the client has a 
Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without Signature. Auctioneer 
shall arrange, select, and engage common carriers and other transportation vendors on your behalf. Transit 
services are subject to the following terms and conditions: 

a. Scope of Transit Services: Your properties for transit will be insured under one or more insurance policies 
issued by an authorized broker to Auctioneer. The properties will be insured for the invoice price of the 
properties (hammer price plus Buyers Premium) (“Insured Value”). For each shipment, you will provide 
a Secure Location to which the items will be delivered. NOTICE: Auctioneer is neither an insurance 
company nor a common carrier of any type. 

b. Auctioneers Compensation for Transit Services: Auctioneer will provide transit services to Buyer for % of 
1% of the Insured Value, plus packaging and handling fees and fees for the common carrier (collectively, 
“Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee”). You agree to pay Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee and comply 
with all terms of payment as set forth in paragraphs 23 to 31 of this Agreement. 

c. Auctioneers Limitation of Liability for Transit Services: You understand and agree that Auctioneers 
liability for loss of or damage to the items, if any, ends when the items have been delivered to the Secure 
Location, and Auctioneer has received evidence of delivery. If you claim that any property has sustained 
loss or damage during transit, you must report any such loss or damage to Auctioneer within seventy-two 
(72) hours of the delivery date. Your recovery for loss of or damage to any property is limited to the lesser 
of actual cash value of the property or the Insured Value. Under no circumstances is Auctioneer liable 
for consequential or punitive damages. 

35. Due to the nature of some items sold, it shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to arrange pick¬ 
up and shipping through third-parties; as to such items Auctioneer shall have no liability. Failure to pick-up 
or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject Lots to storage and moving charges, 
including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage for larger items and $5.00 daily for smaller items 
(storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the Lot is not removed within ninety days, the Lot may 
be offered for sale to recover any past due storage or moving fees, including a 10% Sellers Commission. 

36A. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, turtle 
shell, coral, crocodile, or other wildlife. Transport of such lots may require special licenses for export, 
import, or both. Bidder is responsible for: 1) obtaining all information on such restricted items for both 
export and import; 2) obtaining all such licenses and/or permits. Delay, failure, or incapacity to obtain 
any such license or permit does not relieve the buyer of timely payment, or afford them the capacity to 
void their purchase or payment.

36B. California State law prohibits the importation of any product containing Python skin into the State of 
California, thus no lot containing Python skin will be shipped to or invoiced to a person or company in 
California. 

36C. Auctioneer shall not be liable for any loss caused by or resulting from: 

a. Seizure or destruction under quarantine or Customs regulation, or confiscation by order of any 
Government or public authority, or risks of contraband or illegal transportation of trade, or 

b. Breakage of statuary, marble, glassware, bric-a-brac, porcelains, jewelry, and similar fragile articles 

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of shipment 
by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the items 
or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for those Bidders 
who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description of items has been 
made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the goods would conform to 
any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, 
and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, 
Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions.. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by virtue 
of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to the Property. 
Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular purposes. All images, 
descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of Auctioneer, and may be used by 
Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held responsible 
for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in connection 
with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of these 
Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder and may not 
be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or 
representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a 
principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in 
any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second 
opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration 
or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the 
assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other 
matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder 
agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; 
e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these 
express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 
that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person. 
Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and Auctioneer disclaims any 


liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or inconsequential, and expressly 
disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes shall be 
resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury waiver. Non¬ 
consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces the right to go to 
court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, compensatory 
damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of any lot. In the event that 
Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot lacks title, or other transfer 
or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited to rescission of sale and refund 
of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer s maximum liability exceed the high bid on that 
lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. After one year has elapsed, Auctioneers 
maximum liability shall be limited to any commissions and fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. 

47. In the event of an attribution error, Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on the Internet, 
or, if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyer s purchase price without further obligation. 

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating
